Notes Naval Progress. 


The Secretary called attention to 
the rapid progress in naval gun- 
nery and in architecture in the 
‘American navy. 

“We are modernizing some of 


‘our battleships, although they are| 


not yet old.’’ he declared. 
ting armor on unprotected decks. 
because with the new long range 
method of firing, shells will descend 
from above as well as approach 
from the horizontal, and because 
bombs dropped from aloft must be 
‘excluded from the vitals of the 
ship. We are adding protection 
against the underwater attacks of 
‘Submarines; we are converting our 
older ships to fuel oil-burning, thus 
‘doubling their radius of action; we 
are, in all directions, applying the 
‘lessons of the great war in so far as 
| available funds will permit. Officers 
‘and*men of the navy are zeaious in 
|their efforts to maintain the instru- 
‘ments of our defense in efficient 
|condition, ready for their country’s 
call. 

| “Just now we are seeking from 
| Congress appropriations and au- 
ithorizations for a great air fleet 
including two huge dirigible air- 
iships of 6.000,000 cubic feet ca- 
pacity. We are constructing the 
Lexington and the Saratoga.

Was First Unit to Answer | 
Lincoln’s Call for Troops | 


Survey of the medical personnel 


in Civil War. 


The brilliant story of the Wash- 
ington Light Intantry corps, for 
more than three-quarters of a centu- 
ry the crack private military organ- 
ization of the city, will be retold in 
the records of the Philadelphia 
Sesquicentennial Exposition, pres- 
ent plans contemplate. 

It is also hoped to obtain a histo- 
ry of this famous organization, said 
to have been the first to respond to 
LLincoln’s call for volunteers, togeth- 
er with its rosters of various peri- 
ode, for the official program of the 
military ceremony on Flag day, 
June 14, which veterans’ organiza- 
tions of Washington have been in- 
vited to attend. 

The Washington Light Infantry 
corps attended the Philadelphia 
Centennial exposition in 1876, this 
being only one of many events of 
national and historical importance 
in the ceremonies attending which 
it figured. 

Besides taking a prominent part 
in affairs of this nature, the organ- 
ization was constantly entertaining 
or being entertained by historic 
private military organizations of 
other cities such as the Old Guard 
of New York, the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery of Boston, the “New 
York Seventh,” the ‘‘Massachusetts 
Sixth’’ and numerous others. 


Record Preserved. 


It has been discovered that a 
partial record of the Washington 
Light Infantry corps, which in 1887 
won a national record for drill, was 
thoughtfully preserved by Maj. 58. 
Porter House and Capt. E. W. Zea, 
former officers, when the ‘‘corps’’ 
finally lost its identity as a battalion 
of District of Columbia National 
Giuard in the early part of the pres- 
ent century. 

These records show that it was 
organized August 21, 1836, and con- 
tinued in existence until the out- 
break of the civil war when it be- 
came a unit of the Union army. 
On May 10, 1871, it was reorgan- 
ized, and flourished; becoming a 
part of the original national guard 
of the District in 1887, but retaining 
its individuality in matters of full 
dress, selection -of members and 
title, being known as ‘‘Washington 
Light Infantry, Frst Battalion, 
First Regiment, D. C. N. G.” 

Growing severity of orders deal- 
ing with uniformity of dress. 
designation and customs affected 
organization AS similar ones. 
throughout the country, and it 
finally became a memory, its indi- 
viduality being destroyed by nNna- 
tional guard regulations. 

From 1836 to 1861 and from 
1871 to 1902, the Washington Light 
Infantry corps thrived and grew 
from an initial ‘‘Company A” to a 
battalion of four companies both 
after its organization and its reor- 
ganization. 


Globe Building Was Armory. 


Its armory was first located in the 
Globe building on Pennsylvania ave- 
nue between Third and Four-and-a- 
half streets; then on Seventh street 
next to the Odd Fellows building; 
next on Pennsylvania avenue be- 
tween Sixth and Seventh where E. 
B. Adams building is located and 
finally in Poli’s Theater on Penn- 
Sylvania avenue near Fifteenth, 
which was built by the corps as an 
investment and an armory, the drill 
hall being in the basement. 

Corps uniforms were picturesque. 
The original, as available records 
describe, consisted of a black plush 
headdress of the then popular 
“shako”’ pattern, with plume and 
gilt ornaments; a skirted, silver- 
braided coat of dark blue, with 
three rows of buttons in ‘‘plastron,’’ 
or bellboy effects; ‘‘winter pant- 
aloons’’ of sky blue with double 
stripes of ‘‘white cassimere’’ and 
summer trousers of white. A fa- 
tigue unifrom, described as ‘‘Ken- 
tucky jeanf,” consisted of a single- 
breasted pea jacket and trousers of 
blue-gray and a cap of French 
‘“‘*kepi’’ type of dark blue. 

A gorgeous uniform of white 
double-breasted tunic with gilt but- 
tons, blue and gold epaulettes, and 
dark blue, white double-striped 
trousers, was adopted after the re- 
organization. The head covering 
was a large fur ‘‘bearskin’’ of the 
style worn by the infantry of the 
British Household Brigade on dress 
occasions.

Among original officers of the 
first “‘Company A,"’ the records

Privates of the reorganized Com- 
pany A in 1871 were W. L. Arnold, 
Charles Atkinson, George W. Ar-| 
thur, A. A. Allison, J. J. Byrne, 
MeL.

The accompanying chart shows a 
i rec ord of exceptional interest in the 
Canadian stock exchange since Jan- 
uary, 1925. Never before, not ex- 
cepting even the ‘“‘boom”’ year of 
1919, has there been a sustained 
rise in stocks. Again and again, 
those who have been watching the 
market with care and knowledge 
have thought that theo peak must 
have been reached and the turning 
point bad come. In March, last 
year, pronounced weakness was ap- 
parent and the advance seemed to 
have been checked. But, after a 
very moderate setback the upward 
movement began once more. Again 
in June, the upward movement was 
apparently checkéd and once more 
it seemed as if the peak bad been 
reached, but from July on we pote 
a further strong advance, with but 
one slight setback in November, un- 
Lil the last o@ February, when a sud- 
den break twok place simultaneous- 
ly in the Montreal, Toronto and New 
York exchanges.

Fol- 
Jowing such acts of blindness social 
ills ensue, with their symptoms of 
populism, bolsbevism, riots, strikes | 
and sabotage sets in; then bad rem- | 
edies are applied, and the loss to 
society becomes general through 
depression, unemployment and the 
threat or actuaNty of civil war. 

All these subjects will be dealt 
with tersely. 

Proposed Remedics. 

The articles will consider some 
of the more than two-score resne- | 
dies for unduly high or low prices. 
Many are quack remedies, many 
aim at economy and 
Most of them concern only the 
problem of our incomes; they skirt 
or ignore the problem of the pur- 
chasing power of money. 

Rentedies which concern the yet 
unstandardized unit of purchasing 
power, the dollar, the dizzy dance 
of which contrasts with other sta- 
ble units of commerce, will next be 
treated. 

IHiow much each dollar of our in- 
comes will buy — that, strictly, is 
the problem of the “high cost of 
living’’ and of doing business. Un. 
til recently no simple solution of it 
has been reached, because no 
standard was possible without the 
‘necessary instrument -—the index 
number. Out of that the symbol 
of the family budget and the mar- 
ket basket may be evolved the true 
“goods standard” and eveniuaily 
to stabilize the price levels of the 
world. 

Carl Snyder says we ‘“‘live in an 
index number afe.’”” Garet Garrett 
calle the index numbers the ‘‘statis- 
tical eye’’ of society; its method 
visualizes quite simply the state of 
the nation. By index numbers he 
who runs may read and ‘think in 
millions.’’ Through them the busi- 
ness man lives and moves and has 
his safer economic being.

RESERVE LOAN INCREASE 
CALLED SOUND GROWTH 


Attributed to Heavy Volume 
of Domestic Securities 
reareg sushi Year. 


RECORD TOTAL REACHED 


By F. W. PATTERSON. 
Loans of member banks of the 
Federal Reserve system reached a 


record total of $22,275,285,000 in 
1925 as a result of the activity in 
business and in the securities mar- 
ket. The report of the Federal 
Reserve Board, just issued, points 
out that an increase of $2,173.- 
000,000 over the previous year is 
due almost entirely to loans on 
securities, as against loans for com- 
mercial purposes. 

The member banks in leading 
cities report an increase of approxi- 
mately $1.200,900,000 in total 
loans, of which $1,100,000,000 rep- 
resented loans on securities. This 
confirms the current impression 
that brokers’ loans have in general 
been expanding more rapidly than 
loans on commodities. 

“The expansion is attributed to 
certain sound and justifiable rea- 
sons. The heavy volume of domes-

securities floated during the 
and the rise in security 
values made it necessary to extend 
a larger amount of credit to finance 
stock transactions,’’ says Dominick 
& Dominick, in the weekly review. 
“On the other hand, the relatively 
small growth of loans for commer- 
cial purposes in a year of very great 
industrial activity is largely a re- 
sult of ‘hand-to-mouth’ buying and 
low inventories, and the policy of 
corporations to issue long-term 
securities instead of borrowing from 
a bank.”’

As a result of the fact that loans 
and investments increased more 
than the deposits the member 
banks borrowed $355,000,000 more 
last year than in 1924. This rep- 
resents only one of the additional] 
requirements which the 12 Federal! 
Reserve banks were called upon to 
meet during the year. There was 
also an export demand for gold 
amounting to $135,000,000 and a 
growth in the domestic currency 
requirements greater than at any 
time during the past four’ years. 
The successful reaction of the Fed- 
eral Reserve system to these de- 
mands, has given rise to the board's 
statement that no year has ‘‘shown 
more fully the strength and useful- 
ness of the Reserve system.”’ 

Volume of credit outstanding 
from the 12 Federal Reserve banks 
during the year increased by $250.- 
000,000 to $1,500,827,000, the 
largest total since the close of 1921. 
This increase was accounted for by 
the following items, export of gold, 
$135,000,000; growth of deposits, 
$50,000,000, and increased cur- 
rency $65,000,000. 

The gold exports 
movement of gold away from the 
country for the first time in five 
years and are a normal result of a 
return to the gold’ standard iin 
Europe. The growth in deposits 
vonsists chiefly of member bank 
Xalances, made necessary by an in- 
‘rease in member bank deposit 
liabilities. Withdrawal by the 
Treasury of $50,000,000 of na- 
tional bank notes necessitated the 
additional currency issue by the Re- 
serve Banks, which represents an 
increase of only $15,000,000 in 
money in circulation. 

The Federal Reserve system dur- 
ing the war has given renewed in- 
dications of its ability to meet the 
expanding requirements of con- 
merce and industry.

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BASIS OF WORLD LAW. 

It is reported that a government which 
is a party to The Hague conventions will 
invite other adhering governments to 
join in calling a third conference at The 
Hague for the purpose of beginning the 
all-important work of reviewing, revis- 
ing, codifying and declaring interna- 
tional law. The United States will be 
asked to participate in this task. 

The invitation should be accepted, by 
all means. The adoption of a code of in- 
ternational law is the most constructive 
giep that could be taken in behalf of 
world peace. 

During the late. war international law 


was nearly as badly devastated as the | 


north of France. It was shot, ambushed, 
submarined and attacked by air bom- 
bardments. Neutrals were deprived of 
their rights, innocents were treated as 
belligerents, and “international law’’ be- 
came a hissing and a byword. After the

A new system was agreed upon by the 
parties to the Versailles treaty, a system 
which attempts to abolish two of the 
fundamental principles of international 
law as it has been commonly accepted— 
first, the principle of the equality of na- 
tions; and second, the principle of neu- 
trality, with its corollary of the freedom 
of the seas. The covenant of the league 
vi nations is founded upon the idea that 
there are two sets of nations, one en- 


titled to greater privileges than the other, | 


and upon the further idea that no nation 
shall have neutral rights in case of war 
between the league and a nation refus- 
ing to obey its decisions. 

The United States, by refusing to 
ratify the treaty of Versailles, avoided 
making any commitment to these strange 
departures from established interna- 
tional law. Brazil, by vetoing the admis- 
sion of Germany into the league unless 
Brazil herself were given an equal sta- 
tus, helped to bring the nations back to a 
realizing sense of the sound reason under- 
lying established international law. The 
league of nations in September will 
undertake the impossible task of recon- 
ciling the attempt to place nations upon 
terms of inequality with the attempt to 
create a league council in which all mem- 
bers shall have equal rights. 

No hope for world peace can be drawn 
from the covenant of the league of na- 
tions. Its amendment by the powers 
which are interested in retaining control 
of Europe carries no hope, because weak 
nations will not voluntarily accept a posi- 
tion of inequality and inferiority. No 
body of international law founded upon 
the doctrines of the covenant can ever be 
acceptable to the free nations of the 
western hemisphere. Sooner or later all 
of them will withdraw from the league 
. unless their equality with all other na- 
tions is established and observed. 

The nations can confer and agree upon 
international law if they will meet as 
equals and take for their standard the 
body of international law as it existed be- 
fore the war. From that point they can 


consider the new problems which were | 


created by the war, and from their ex- 
perience they can draw up just and equal 


laws, to be ratified by each nation in its’ 


own way. The first duty of the nations,

PERENNIAL SHAKESPEARE. 
The committee in charge of the Shake- 


at Stratford-on-Avon, decided wisely 
not to postpone it on account of the burn- 
ing down of the memorial theater. The 
plays scheduled for performance are 
being presented in an adjoining motion 
picture house, enlarged for the occasion. 
They are not given in screen versions, as 
some have erroneously supposed; but, as 
they ought to be, by actors and actresses 
present in person and with every appro- 
priate accessory of music and scenery. 

Advantage is being taken of the cele- 
bration to start a fund for the erection 
of a new memorial theater to take the 
place of the one which recently went up 
in flames. The demolished structure 
had its initiation at the tercentenary 
celebration in 1864, and was completed 
in 1879 at a cost of £30,000. It was a 
substantial building, but was scarcely “a 
thing of beauty,’”’ much less “a joy for- 
ever,” for its architectural design was 
one about which nobody ever waxed 
enthusiastic. To many, indeed, its exter- 
nal appearance was positively repellent. 
It is hoped that the response to the 
appeal for the new memorial will be so 
wide and so generous as to allow the 
raising of a graceful and beautiful the- 
ater, which will be an appropriate tribute 
to the great dramatic genius whose mém- 
ory it is meant to perpetuate. 

The festival now being celebrated, with 
so much eclat and amid such widespread 
interest, comes in the nick of time to 
rebut the charge, sometimes thought- 
lessly made, that Shakespeare is on the 
wane. Quite recently, in fact, the an- 
nouncement of the withdrawal of “Much 
Ado About Nothing” from a London 
theater, and of the substitution of a mod- 
ern play in its stead, has started afresh 
the rumor that playgoers are no longer 
interested in Shakespeare, and that 
therefore it does not pay to produce his 
works. It is undoubtedly true that, in 
some of the fashionable theaters in Lon- 
don, Shakespearean drama has, of late 
years, not been much of a success; but, in 
the more democratic and popular play- 
houses of that city, the great Elizabethan 
and Jacobean dramatist never fails to 
attract large and enthusiastic audiences. 
It must not be forgotten that, in a- case 
like this, a great deal depends on the 
actors and actresses and on the manner 
of presentation.

Britain has produced many reactions. 
The ethical purists are opposed to any 
such means of collecting national reve- 
nue, on the ground that betting is gam- 
bling and gambling is wrong. More 
practical-minded people, with fewer scru- 
ples, say that, as betting is well-nigh 
universal and goes on anyhow, right or 


wrong, it would be a pity to overlook so | 


manifest a subject of taxation, especially 
as the country is so hard put to it to 
balance its budget, and here is one 
source, ready to hand and easy to tap, 
which may be relied on to produce a con- 
stant stream of gold for the relief of a 
depleted exchequer and the comfort of 
a puzzled and sorely tried chancellor. 

To the support of those who argue in 
this latter wise there has come a pro- 
fessor of psychology in London univer- 
sity, who avers that the desire to gamble 
is inherent in the human heart, and that 
all men who are men take chances. 
desire is rooted in instinct, he says it is 
therefore to instinct that we must look 
for the .explanation of gambling—an 
instinct as fundamental and as inevitable 
as that of self-preservation itself. He 
points out that every business man who 
takes risks, every one who insures his 
life or property, gambles against the 
“average” and, in the case of insurance, 
stakes his premiums on the working of 
laws which, in any individual instance; 
are absolutely unpredictable. He may 
call his insurance “prudence,” and it is 
undoubtedly that; but it is, in essence, 
no more than a sublimated form of 
chance betting, just as the chance bet is 
one form—an attenuated form, indeed, 
but still a form—of_ self-assertiveness, 
without which, in some guise or other, no 
progress would be possible. 

This somewhat unexpected ally to the 


proponents of taxation on betting has | 


set all Britain talking, and it is quite 
possible that, utilizing the growing tide 
of public opinion, the present or some 
future chancellor of the exchequer may 
seize one obvious source of revenue, on 
which many of his predecessors have 
looked with longing eyes.

PRISON TERMS FOR MOTORISTS. 

The judges who, on Wednesday last, in 
each of two cities of New York State, 
sentenced to a prison term a motorist 
who, while intoxicated, ran down and 
killed a pedestrian, showed a proper ap- 
preciation both of the value of human 
life and of the gravity of the offense 
committed. If justice were more gen- 
erally administered along the same firm 
lines, there can scarcely be a doubt that 
fatalities of the character in question 
would rapidly decrease. The compli- 
cated machinery of the automobile, as 
now constructed, requires that the driver 
be alert and in full possession of all his 
faculties, if he is to make his way without 
injury to life, limb or property, especially 
in crowded traffic. Any one who has 
been indulging excessively in strong 
drink, and then sets out to drive an auto- 
mobile, is, in the existing condition of 
city thoroughfares, constructively a mur- 
derer or a suicide, and he may easily be 
both. Even when the simplified motor 
car, which has been so often promised 
but so long and unaccountably delayed, 
becomes an accomplished fact, care will 
have to be exercised, and the steering 
wheel—if there is one—will be no place 
for a drunken person. 

One of the two cases, that decided at 
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Rochester, was particularly aggravated. 
It was proved that the driver had not 
only been drinking, but was also racing 
another car on Main street, with the 
result that he lost control, and the auto- 
mobile climbed the curb and, struck and 
killed an inoffensive citizen who was 
waiting for a trolley car. In this 
instance the offender was given a five to 
ten year jail sentence. In the second 
case, that at Svracuse, the accused driver 
was also intoxicated, and his automobile 
struck and killed a track welder who

RURAL POST ROADS. 

The so-called Dowell road bill ‘‘to pro- 
| vide that the United States shall aid the 
States in the construction of rural post 
roads” authorizes the continuation of 
the appropriation for the 
building program for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1928, and the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1929. The original 
post-road act was approved July 11, 
1916. 

The bill authorizes an appropriation 
each year of $75,000,000 for post roads 
and $7,500,000 each year to carry out 
the act of November 9, 1921, for the 
establishment of forest roads and trails. 

It is claimed that these appropriations 
bring substantial benefits of the govern- 
ment directly to the front doors of the 
people of the country, even in its rural 
communities. It is believed by many 
persons that such governmental appro- 
priations help to make farm life more 
attractive, thus aiding in solving a 
problem which is national in character.

A TARIFF PRECEDENT. 


In recently upholding the flexible sec- | 
tion of the 1922 tariff act, the United | 


States board of general appraisers in 
New York called attention to the fact 
that the same question of delegation of 
legislative power and authority to the 
executive was brought up in connection 
with the McKinley tariff, where the con- 
stitutionality of the section granting the 
President authority to suspend laws and 
impose duties within his discretion was 
brought into question.

The case was taken to the circuit court 
of the United States and finally to the 
United States Supreme Court, the latter 
affirming the decision of the board of 
general appraisers.

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FACTS ABOUT LYNCHING. 


A subcommittee of the Senate com- 
mittee on the judiciary reports that dur- 
ing the last twenty years there have been 
3,224 lynchings. More than three out 
of four persons lynched during that 
period were negroes, the exact figures 
being 2,522 negroes. and 702 whites. 

The largest number of lynchings were 
in the South, while in the North there 
were 219, in the West 156 and elsewhere 
15. Lynchings have occurred during this 
period in all the States of the Union save 
seven. This fact gives to the crime its 


national character. 

During this same period, 50 colored 
women and 11 white women were 
lynched in 14 States, 13 of which were 
southern States and one a western State.

Military Man Takes W. T. Davis to 
Task for Statements in Relation 
to Annuities for Civil Employes— 
Army and Navy Officers Get No 
Discounts on Food and Clothing, 
He Asserts, 


To the Editor of the Post: Sir— 
The Post, in its issue of April 11, 
1926, publishes a letter from W. T. 
Davis, of this city, setting forth the 
retirement rules in the army in con- 
trast with those for employes of the 
various government ° departments. 
As this communication contains 
numerous erroneous statements, it 
is believed that Mr. Davis should be 
rightly informed in connection with 
the retirement deductions made 
against the pay of civil service em- 
ployes and the retirement status of 
officers and enlisted men of the va- 
rious branches of the military serv- 
ice. He states that the administra- 
tion, in taking up the question of 
increased annuities for the govern- 
ment clerk, seems to have over- 
looked the fact that the enlisted per- 
sonnel of the service of the army 
and navy, officers and enlisted men, 
pay out annuities without first de- 
ducting 3%.% as is now the custom 
in other government activities, It 
is very apparent that Mr. Davis is 
not a government employe, and if 
he is, it would appear that he is not 
cognizant of the amount deducted 
from his monthly pay, as the deduc- 
tions toward the retirement fund by 
the government is 2%,% of their 
pay, and not 3% % as stated by Mr. 
Davis, .He further states that offi- 
cers of the army and the navy are 
given cards which entitled them toa 
certain discount for food, clothing, 
furniture, &c.;, and are allowed cer- 
tain amounts on rent, transporta- 
tion and hospital treatment. Again 
Mr. Davis makes statements that are 
incorrect inasmuch as the writer has 
been in the military service for 
more than 15 years and he would be 
more than pleased if Mr. Davis 
would enlighten him in connection 
with obtaining food, clothing, fur- 
niture, &c., at reduced prices in 
Washington, or in any other city, 
for that matter, 
States. 

For the benefit of Mr. Davis, let 
me here categorically state a few 
facts. Officers and enlisted men of 
al} branches of the military service 
in Washington pay as much for

Officers of the 
army and navy are retired from the 
service with the rank they held at 
date of such retirement——no promo- 
tion to the next higher rank being 
allowed by law, and they are 
allowed three-fourths of their pay, 
and not two-thirds, as stated by Mr.

I strongly urge upon Mr. Davis, 
in the interest of the government 
employe, that before writing to the 
press he obtain more accurate in- 
formation, and thus avoid con- 
demnation and criticism from his 
fellow-citizens. 

There is no comparison between

Would Be Not Practical But 
Lacking in Common Sense as 
| Well, Reader Asserts, Citing 
| Budget of Nations. 


| To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
|The speeches made in the United 
| States Senate make it plain that 
!the opposition to the Italian debt 
| settlement is made up of two ele- 
Beane (1) The “bitter enders’’ 
|and ‘‘the last red cent” men, seek- 
|ing, or prentending to seek, that 
| which it is impossible to get; and 
(2) those swayed by their senti- 
ments against Mussolini because of 
his dictatorship and the methods 
,of government that have been es- 
tablished and enforced in Italy, 
which does not accord with their 
ideas of democracy. 
We pride ourselves on being a 
| practical people, and one of our 
| cardinal political policies is not to 
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| interfere in the international politi- 
cal arrangements of foreign states; 
/yet in opposing the Italian debt 
' settlement, we violate both of these 
, concepts. 

The settlement of the Italian 
debt has been put by the present 
administration on an entirely busi- 
ness basis. The Itallan commis- 
sion laid all its cards on the table, 
and, regarded from this point of 
view, the settlement with Italy as 
shown by Mr. Mellon, obliges Italy 
to pay in proportion to her capac- 
ity an ever higher percentage of 
her budget expenditures than has 
been exacted from either the Brit-' 
ish or Belgians. 

In the case of England, the set- 
tlement amounts to 4.6 per cent 
of the total British budget; the 
Belgian settlement to 3.5 per cent, 
and the Italian settlement to Amer- 
ica alone 6.17 per cent, and to 
America and Great Britain, 11.47 
per cent. Whether the comparison 
be made with either the total for- 
eign trade of these countries or to 
their national income, the proposed 
proportionate payments to us by 
Italy are much greater than in the 
caseecf either England or Belgium. 
Certainly to oppose the settlement 
is to be not practical, for no one 
can imagine that another commis- 
sion would be able to offer more 
than the one presided over by Sig- 
nor Volpi. Thus, as a_ practical 
matter, Italy would surely feel she 
had done her best to reach a de- 
sirable and honorable settlement 
with us, and that if it should. be 
rejected she wotld be under no ob-

Some senators say they consider 
the liberal settlements proposed 
would add to the prestige and 
power of Mussolini, and for that 
reason they would thus attempt to 
influence the internal policies of 
Italy by using the debt as a club. 
As a matter of fact, should our 
Senate defeat the settlement, it 
would add greatly to Mussolini's 
strength, for Italy would then have 
nothing to pay and the popularity 
of Mussolini would be added to, 
just as did Mr. Wilson’s interfer- 
ence in the Fiume matter at the 
peace conferen:e add to the popu- 
larity of Sonnino and Orlando, for 
Mussolini, with his remarkable 
proven ability to dramatize events, 
and appeal to the emotions of his 
people, would probably arouse an 
even greater enthusiasm than was 
shown those Italian representatives 
on their return from the peace con- 
ference in 1919, and to increase 
the bitter feeling against us than 
was then stirred up in that cdéun- 
try. It is unfortunate that sena- 
torial dignity, and that courtesy 
due to a friendly people, could be 
so far forgotten by our national 
representatives, as was the case of 
Senator McKellar when he so ve- 
hemently and unthinkingly stig- 
matized Mussolini as a ‘‘bandit.’’

Your editorial on ‘‘Vanishing Vet- 
erans’’ contains several errors and 
some inconsistencies. The House 
indeed passed the bill to increase 
Spanish war veterans pensions with- 
out a dissenting vote. But this was 
| done five months after the Congress 
convened and so near the close of 
the session that it is an open secret 
that the Senate will take no action 


at this session——thus the farce that 
was enacted with the Bersom Dill 
two years ago is to be repeated in 
another form. And, further, the 
bill the House. passed practically 
makes $50 the maximum, except 
where the soldier requires the con- 
stant attention of another person’as 
a result of wounds received in ac- 
tion. This last clause doesn’t mean 
anything except that $50 is to be 
the maximum to a “Spaniard,” 
while $50 is the minimum pension 
now allowed a civil war veteran. 
Then good old Uncle Sam maintains 


“soldiers’ homes,’’ where the old 
soldiers are confined and bullied 
and insulted and l8owbeaten until 
they become cringing cowards, and 
actually commit suicide—and where 
they are robbed of their pensions 
and any estate they may have from 
other sources.

A the terms “opera bouffe’’ and ‘“‘opera comique.”’ Since neither one 
is-in vogue today, Bob Hunter, with the silver sheen on his hair, was 
called upon to explain thus wise: 

“In the good old days of the theater we had what they called opera 
pouffe and opera comique. They were not, by any means, the same 
thing. In opera bouffe were classed the light, frothy, jingly things that 
contained more comedy and less romance. ‘Fatinitza’ and ‘The Chimes 
of Normandy’ were opera bouffe. Those pieces that sported more ro- 
mance and less comedy and purported to be on a higher musical plane 
were known gs opera comique. Among them were ‘Maritana’ and ‘The 
Brigands’ of glorious memory. 1 believe I am right in saying that 
‘The Princess Flavia’ would come properly under the head of opera 
comique, as we knew it in the old days.” 

Old Bob, growing reminiscent, recalled the names of those, some now 
gone to their reward, who had to do with the success of light opera in 
this country. He rattled them off as a schoolboy lists his favorite base- 
hall players, the Walter Johnsons, the Ty Cobbs, the Ed. Delehantys, the 
Babe Ruths, and all that coterie of stars on the diamond. There was, 
heading the list, Lillian Russell and Lulu Glazier, Marie Tempest, 
Pauline Hall, Digby Bell, DeWolf Hopper, Eugene Cowles, and, oh, ever 
so many more; some whose names now are gone into the limbo of.the 
forgotten. 

John Kenelly and Bob Hunter, should they get together, could unfold 
many an interesting tale of the theater—of the days they like to call 
good, and old.

There was, of course, not so 
much money turned loose in the period preceding the twentieth century.

RANTING all the glories of the good old days, there is no gainsay- 
t. ing the fact that the American theater of today is vastly superior 
if only in one phase—and that is production. Those who journey over 
the wide open spaces of Pennsylvania avenue tonight and settle in the 
becushioned seats of Poli’s will witness the great difference between 
what is now: being done and what once took place when the Bostonians 
might have tackled such red meat as this, ‘‘The Princess Flavia.’”’ 

At the Century theater, when the princess held forth in New. York, 
there were some three hundred people employed. There will not be that 
many here; but there will be close to two hundrd persons having some- 
thing to do, one way or another, with the production and, as numbers go. 
that is quite an army. Scenic efforts and lighting have progressed to 
the nth power over what held forth as long ago even as 20 years. Make- 
up and costuming have improved. In fact, all the arts of theater are 
on the up and up, as the boys say, with odds in favor of the twentieth 
as against the nineteenth century. Only in quality of material may the 
old-timers rant and rave against what the American theater tolerates 
today. In quantity, of course, there is no denying which period sur- 
passes. The very blush of shame would be brought to cheeks of the 
old line, hard-boiled managers and producers were they alive now and 
looking on at the big show; but those things are all to be remedied in 
due time.

T is fortunate that the exhibition 

I of modern Italian art, now on 

view at the National gallery, is 
to remain longer than at first was 
supposed. This gives another op- 
portunity to see it, with perhaps a 
truer viewpoint and a deeper approe- 
ciation. 

Art lovers are rich at the present 
moment in contemporary art, and 
the interested student can form a 
comprehensive idea of the best in 
contemporary America, at the Cor- 
coran gallery, and of Italian art at 
the National gallery. The present 
exhibition is to go direct to the Art 
institute of Chicago, opening there 
early in May. Then it will go to 
San Francisco. 

One needs time to carefully ex- 
amine the sculptures, especially the 
works of Arnolfo Wiltd, Maraini 
and Rosso. Wiltd is from Milan, 
and consequently has something of 
the mysticism of the North which 
Italy has been singularly free from. 
His work is very provocative of 
thought. At times, there is a feel- 
ing of repulsion on first view of 
some of his faces so tortured, or so 
distorted. 
server becomes adjusted to his 
mood, there is seen power and a 
presenting of a symbolic study that 
is stimulating.

In “Four American Party Lead- 
ers,’’ by Prof. Charles E. Merriam. 


professor of political science, Uni-' 
versity of Chicago (The MacMillan 
Co., New York), are evidences of 
close study of the four men—Lin- 
coln, Roosevelt, Wilson and Bryan 
—chosen for these lectures, which 
were given at Amherst college un- 
der the auspices of the Henry Ward 
Beecher foundation. 

As Prof. Merriam truly says: 
Leadership is one of the basic fac- 
tors in the organization of life, and 
its implications are everywhere of 
profound significance.’’ Particular- 
ly is this so in political life where 
the leader must come forward to 
lead i*sues to successful conclu- 
sions. 

Prof. Merriam does not regard 
these men as mere accidents in 
leadership, but he has studied their 
environments for underlying causes 
for their development above their 
fellow beings in this special sphere. 


Lincoln’s Career Short. 


In his opening paragraph on 
Abraham Lincoln the author aston- 
ishes the reader with a true but 
often forgotten fact, namely that 
the national leadership of Lincoln 
covered only the short space of 
seven years, from the Douglas de- 
bates in 1868 to the tragedy in 
Washington in 18665. Only seven 
years! But such years! Lincoln 


in those pertinent 84 months. 

There is, after all, an ultimate of 
human experiences, and Lincoln 
surely reached them in those few 
years into which was crowded one 
of the most remarkable careers in 
the whole history of human govern- 
ment. 

One of the first traits in Lincoln,

Roosevelt Dramatic. 


The lecture on Roosevelt shows 
this leader vigorous in mind and 
body. As a matter of fact, as any 
Washington citizen of the period 
when he flourished will testify that 
he was ultra vigorous in both re- 
gards. A whole course in physical 
culture was contained in an after- 
noon stroll with him through Rock 
Creek park and an evening in his 
company was a liberal education. 
Prof. Merriam is much too conserv- 
ative when he states, “In addition 
to his intense and dominating po- 
litical interests, he was something 
of a historian and a naturalist.”’ He 
was more than “something of a 
historian and a natufalist.’”” In 
both these fields he was master, 
seeing history not so much from the 
technician's viewpoint but from 
the broader vision of human events 
and the world of nature with the 
adoration of the devotee. 

He was dramatic, he had the gift 
of friendship, no one who ever met 
him forgot him to his dying day; 
he was picturesque in temperament 
and expression and ruggedly sin- 
cere. Like the French philosopher 
of old, he could echo the declara- 
tion of the Latin poet, ‘“‘Nothing 
that is human is foreign to me.” 
Zest, an ardor for living and pas- 
sionate devotion to his ideals, all 
these were virtues strung on al) too 
short string of his strenuous days. 
It is a pleasure to note that Prof. 
Merriam has not neglected the en- 
during quality of courage. He wrote 
of this trait: ‘Finally there was in 
the Roosevelt composition the fac- 
tor of courage. He himself said, 
‘Only those are fit to live who do 
not fear to die,’ and he exemplified 
the maxim in his own life and con 
duct.”’ 


Wilson Lacked Strength. 


Prof. Merriam early puts his fin- 
ger on the fatal lack in the nature 
of Woodrow Wilson in the chapter 
on the war President. This was, 
as all who have studied his life 
come inevitably to know, his lack 
of strength for personal contacts. 
This did not mean, the author 
takes care to emphasize, that he 
lacked human sympathy. 

He also finds a lack of physical 
vitality which had much to do with 
his breakdown with the superstrain 
of the world war. He pays tribute, 
as all the fair-minded must, to the 
high order of Wilson’s intellectual 
powers, his gift of insight, power 
of analysis and his lucid and facile 
faculties. Yet he was ‘professor 
of politics, but not interested in 
political research.’’ Therein Prof. 
Merriam finds another lack, even if 
he does not express it, the lack of 
scientific preparation for his master 
tasks. The brilliance of Wilson's 
mind sometimes hid these lacks, 
but they were there just the same. 

In his isolation from others in 
temperament he differed from the 
other leaders discussed. It made 
a certain element of weakness in 
his leadership while at the same 
time attracting a sort of hero wor- 


ship which has not yet ceased its) 


manifestation and may account for 
much of his future fame. This 
quality is of the type which throws 
a legendary glamour and halo 
about certain names as the cen- 
turies advance from their particular 
periods of living. The Wilsonian 
legend will strengthen with the

To make the picture even more 
gruesome the murderer has careful- 
ly. placed lighted candles at her head 
and feet.

Heat Is Regulated From Oil 
Burners and Foodstuffs 
Are Kept Cool. 


In the home of Joseph Kirchner, 
electrical contractor affiliated with 
the Electric league of Washington, 
in Barcroft, Va., besides adequate 
lighting and convenience outlets, 
major electrical appliances are in- 
stalled. Heat is furnished by an 
electrically operated oil burner with 
an automatic temperature control 
which insures even heat throughout 
the home. 

Food stuffs are preserved and 
kept cool and dry in a modern 
electrical refrigerator. The kitchen 
is equipped with an electric range. 
An electric exhaust fan located 60 
as to give maximum service is in- 
stalled in the kitchen and may be 
used either for drawing out the hot 
air or bringing in cool air. Another 
feature of this modern electrically 
equipped home is the electric hot 
water heater. 

In the bedrom is a master 
switch which has a direct connec- 
tion to every light fixture in the 
house. By means of this master 
switch it is possible to light every 


‘light in the house by merely press- 


ing a button; none af the lights can 
be turned off until the master 
switch is pressed. When the master 
switch is off, any of these lights 
may be controlled by their indi- 
vidual switch.

| way switches, six single switches. 
| Twenty-nine switches in this seven- 
.room home will apparently do the 
‘work. The lighting in the garage 
\is aided by steel reflectors placed 
over the lights which throw tne 
oo where it would be of the most 
value, 


There is a ight over the door on 
the outside which may be controlled 
either at the source or from the 
rear porch of the residence. Like- 
wise, it is possible to light the rear 
porch from the garage, a conveni- 
ence in inclement weather. The 
front porch light can be turned on 
at the foot of the steps and is also 
controlled by a switch in the en- 
trance hall. 


Convenience outlets installed 
waist high do away with the neces- 
sity of stooping over to attach such 
portable appliances as the vacuum 
cleaner, For the electric sewing ma- 
chine, a special outlet has been pro- 
vided. The illumination of the lawn 
and garden with spot or search 
lights is provided. The door bell is 
connected by means of a bell trans- 
former directly to the electric wir- 
ing system, which guarantees a con- 
tinuous supply of current, and does 
away with the expense of purchas- 
ing dry cell batteries. 

In the basement lights have been 
so placed as to illuminate clearly 
and brightly any corner, In the 
laundry special outlets have been 
provided to be used by the electric 
iron and the electric washer. 

Under each lJatticed porch an elec- 
tric light for the convenience of 
storing bulky articles is installed.

“Headlights of the future should 
have range without glare and 
should not require tilting, dimming 
or any other form of manual opera- 
tion,’’ writes Walter D’Arcy Ryan, 
director of the General Electric Co. 
laboratories at Schenectady, in the 
April issue of the Journal. of the 
Society of Automotive Engineers. 
‘But until such units are widely in 
use, wo should use every possible 
means to bring about the equipping 
of new headlights and those in 
service with any meritorious fea- 
ture that will assist in taking the 
curse out of night driving. I be- 
lieve the two-filament lamp, if put 
into use rapidly and extensively, 
will do much to improve the situa- 
tion. The results obtained with it 
are vastly superior to dimming and 
most likely will bring about the 
repeal of dimming laws in the few 
States in which they are now in 
force. 

“Improper distribution of the 
ight on the roadway, irrespective 
vf the power of the light, is re- 
tponsible for a large percentage of 
(.ccidents.

Jersey Commissioner Cites 
Efforts Against Reckless 
and Drunken Autoists. 


Commissioners of motor vehicles 
and others charged with the re- 
sponsibility of supervising the regu- 
lation of motor vehicular traffic 
throughout the United States are 
agreed that the big problem facing 
congested communities is the cre- 
ation of an adequate public under- 


standing of traffic rules and regu- 
lations and an observance of them 
by motorists and pedestrian alike. 

The education of the child in the 
school, supplementary instruction 
of the child by the parent, educa- 
tion of the man who drives and 
the man who walks—these are 
things of the greatest importance 
in the opinion of those whose offi- 
cial duties cover the regulation of 
motor vehicular traffic. 

These are some of the facts 
brought out in a survey made by 
Walter P. Chrysler, president and 
chairman of the board of directors 
of the Chrysler corporation, who 
communicated with every commis- 
sioner of motor vehicles in the 
United States and asked what in 
his opinion is the most important 
work which his State is doing to 
cut down the number of motor 
vehicular accidents. 


Safety Maximum Sought. 


Robbins B. Stoeckel, commis- 
sioner of motor vehicles of Con- 
necticut, points out that there are 
two broad lines along which a 
State can take hold of the problem 
of the prevention of motor vehicle 
acidents. 

“One is to make 
systems so safe that only people 
of low degree of mentality need 
to be caught by conditions,’’ he 
writes. “This constitutes safety 
engineering which means straight- 
ening of curves, betterment of 
grades, preparation of sight lines 
for what scientists call ‘an assured

‘‘Detour” is a word that is dee 
cidedly unpopular to touring motor 
ists, for it never means exactly the 
same thing twice. One detour may” 
be over a semi-improved road and 
be a pleasant diversion, while the 
very next one encountered will be 
over treacherous roads full of rocks, 
ruts and holes. 

The gigantic road building pro- 
grams which are being carried on 
and which are to be inaugurated in 
many States this year tnterest mo- 
torists because they will provide 
better highways, but during the 
process of construction there will 
be many detours encountered by 
tourists and others. 

Because many detours are rough 
and rutty and unpleasant many 
drivers seek to alleviate the dis- | 
comfort of poor road conditions by } 
driving with less than the usual} 
amount of air pressure. By so doing 
they subject their tires to extreme- 
ly severe punishment, which often 
causes permanent injuries, 


Protection From Shocks. 


The life of balloon tires, and 
others, too, would be increased if 
motorists about to start over a de- 
tour, particularly, would check air} 
pressure in all the tires. Not only 
will this prolong the life of the tire,- 
but will also prolong the life of the

‘Berlin, April 17 (By A. P.).— 
The coalition government has de- 
cided that President Von Hinden- 
burg merits a salary increase. Un- 
der the executive budget, which has 
passed the finance committee, but 
still is to be submitted to the reich- 
stag, he will get a salary of $42,857 
a year, an increase of $18,857 over 
his previous salary. 

Although the German executive's 


salary, if increased, would be about

The Kohinoor, 
weighing 106 carats, and now in 
possession of the British crown, is 
said to be another fragment of the 
Great Mogul.

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CAUSES OF PITTED TEETH. 


When a horse trader peers into 
the mouth of a horse, he knows that 
the condition of the teeth will tell 
him the age of the animal and the 
history of some of the diseases that 
the horse has had. The experiences 
of the past have left an indelible 
record in the teeth. 

While not telling the entire story, 
the. pits and the ridges and the 
marks on the patient’s teeth often 
tell the dentist something of the 
various illnesses of the past, though 
they do not go so far as to indicate 
the age of the patient. 

Deformities from illness occur in 
the teeth because there is no repair 
work ever going on in this part of 
the mouth. Like Humpty Dumpty, 
once the damage is done, it can 
seldom be undone—though mechan- 
ical repair work can do much to 
make the teeth look almost as good 
as nature’s original provision. 


Failure of Nourishment, 


These deformities are due to 
failure of nourishment. The parts 
have never been built up normally, 
leaving malformed teeth instead of 
pearly smooth teeth. These teeth 
come through the gums in a deform- 
ed condition and do not, as some 
suppose, waste away after having 
taken their places in the arch of the 
mouth. 

Accidents due to such disturbance 
of the nutritive processes also 
happen to the nails and hair. The 
nails are a progressive type and 
keep on growing continuously and 
any injury to the nail of the finger 
leaves a groove. This groove moves 
on over the length of the nail and 
disappears. 

In cases of typhoid fever, for in- 
stance, it is quite common for the 
hair to fall out ‘‘by the handful.”’ 
The hair follicles remain uninjured 
and when the patient has passed the 
convalescent stage the hair is re- 
placed by the regular process of 
growth. 

This is not so with the teeth, how- 
ever. The teeth are standpatters. 
Once disease takey place, the mark 
of that injury remains throughout 
life. This mark always consists of 
imperfect formation of some part 
of the tooth—the part that was be- 
ing formed at the same time that 
the patient was subject to the dis- 
ease,

When 
the permanent teeth came through 
they were badly deformed. 

A child of 3 went through a se- 
vere case of typhoid fever. When 
the permanent teeth erupted they 
were marked with a deep groove, 
irregularly pitted. 

A dentist once remarked to his 
patient that she had been very sick 
with scarlet fever when she was 
about 2 years of age. She was very 
sure that she had not, for she had 
never been told of such occurrence. 
She questioned her mother regard- 
ing it. The next day the dentist re- 
ceived a note saying that her 
mother’s story agreed with his sup- 
position both as to the particular 
illness and its date of occurrence. 

Scores of such cases have been 
reported. Scarlet fever, measles, 
syphilis and whooping cough come 
|in for a large share in producing 
deformed teeth. There is no special 
form of disease that is especially 
‘responsible for this affliction. In 
general, any form of disease that 
seriously interferes with nutrition is 
liable to bring about this conditioh. 


Hutchinson's Teeth, 


Hutchinson’s Teeth, the name ap- 


plied to teeth that have notches on 
the enamel and are peculiarly cup- 
shaped, have often been described 
‘as due to inherited syphilis. This 


| error has resulted in wrong accu- 


‘ation against many innocent per- 
ons. 
Hutchinson's Teeth are a deform- 
ity that is always caused bySsome 
liness-—not necessarily syphilis— 
that has interfered with the devel- 
pment of the tooth when it was 
n the process of formation. It is 
‘aused for the same reason that 
pits and ridges in the teeth are the 


aftermath of other contagious dis- 
eases,

Q-—I have been bothered for some 
time with a crack in the corners of 
my mouth where the upper and low- 
er lips join.

Apartments In Demand. 


“The demand for apartments is 
apparently very good, judging from 
the fact that there are no vacan- 
i'cies. There has been, however, no 
considerable development in the 
two or three room kitchenette 
apartment type, which is so popular 
in America. Whether this will 
come or not, depends on ‘whether 
this type of living quarters will ap- 
peal to the medium salaried man, 
‘clerk and white collar worker. In 
America families of moderate in- 
come apparently live in much bet- 
ter quarters than families of equal 
incomes in London, owing to the 
shortage of this class of building. 

“It is interesting to note that in 
| assessing real estate taxes or ‘rates,’ 
it is the practice of the London au- 
thorities to use the income to the 
building rather than the value of 
the bricks and mortar. 

“We regard as obsolete, build- 
ings which they would consider 
comparatively new. We heard the 
Queen Anne apartments, which were 
| built about 30 years ago, frequently 
referred to as a comparatively new 
pbuilding. 

“If the Londoner become dis- 
satisfied with his present mode of 
living and the lack of modern con- 
veniences, London will undergo a 
tremendous building program. 

“The process of financing new 
buildings in London is somewhat 
different from what it is in Amer- 
ica. The man there who has a new 
building project in mind, as a gen-

Medical representatives of the im- 
portant countries will meet in con- 
ference at Melbourne, Australia, in 
1927, for the purpose of discussing 


medical and health problems per- 
taining to the island groups of the 
Pacific, and Maj. Gen. Merritte W. 
Ireland, surgeon general of the 
army, wishes to have the army rep- 
resented. Secretary of War Davis 
is in nearty accord with this purpose 
and, in the event of such participa- 
tion by the government, it is hoped 
that arrangements may be made to 
detail medical officers of the army.

Amey Lacks Funds to Send FW ARMY RIFLES 
| Men to Medical Conference 


Representatives of Important Countries to Meet in Mel- 
bourne—Officers in Philippines Paying Own Way 
Will Be Granted Leave to Go. 


GIVEN RIGID TESTS 
AT FORT GENNING 


Two Types of Automatic 
Pieces Are Tried by Ex- 
pert Marksmen. 


NO OFFICIAL REPORT 
IS MADE ON FINDINGS 


Thompson Gun Proves to Be 


Superior to Springfield 
Bolt Model. 


Test firings and demonstrations 
of the Thompson and Garand semi- 
automatic shoulder-rifies have been 
under way for several months at 
Fort Benning, Ga., under the aus- 
pices of the infantry board, and 
were concluded on March 27. These 
rifles are among the latest products 
of the efforts that have been in 
progress for 15 to 20 years in this 
country to produce a shoulder-rifie, 


satisfactory from a military and}. 


mechanical standpoint, that would 


fire the contents of its magazine 
merely by pulling the trigger, in- 
stead of its being necessary to op- 
erate the breech-bolt as in the case 
of the service Springfield rifle. It 
differs from the full automatic, 
which fires as long as the finger 
presses the trigger and until the 
magazine is exhausted. 

The Thompson piece was invented 
by Brig. Gen. John T. Thompson, 
ordnance reserve corps, now a col- 
onel on the retired list of the army, 
who, while an officer of the regular 
ordinance department, had much to 
do with the development of the 
semi-automatic pistol now in use by 
the army. The other piece was de- 
veloped at Springfield armory, 
Mass., under supervision of John C. 
Garland, a civilian ordnance expert 
attached to that establishment. 


Expert Riflemen’s Test. 


Expert riflemen at Fort Benning 
fired both of the semi-automatics 
and also approximately the same 
number of shots with the Spring- 
field rifle. While the firings in- 
evitably afforded opportunity for 
comparison of the functioning, en- 
durance, accuracy and other me- 
chanical and military characteris- 
tics of the respective pieces, their 
purpose also was to make it pos- 
sible to reach a conclusion whether 
there actualy is need for sustained 
fire in the amount that would be 
given by a satisfactory semi auto- 
matic shoulder rifle. 

This question has been, and con- 
tinues to be, a controversial one in 
the army, and the report of the 
infantry board on the subject is 
awaited with great interest. It is 
understood that a number. of 
Garand and Thompson rifles soon 
will be sent to the cavalry board at 
Fort Riley, Kan., 
demonstrations similar to those at 
Fort Benning and for report and 
recommendations from that board. 

No information has been given 
out officially with respect to the 
performances of the rifles at Fort 
Benning. However, unofficial in- 
formation is to the effect that the 
Garand rifle lost chamber pressures 
on occasional shots, and that its 
accuracy was not entirely satisfac- 
tory; that the Thompson rifle more 
than held its own in accuracy, and 
in fact proved superior to the 
Springfield in that respect; and that 
the Thompson mechanism, as dis 
played by the latest models before 
the board, established an actual 
physical saving in weight of over 
one pound. The older Thompson 
models bought by the government, 
five years ago, weigh 11 pounds. 
The newer Thompson models, 
which the government has not pur- 
chased, weigh only 9 pounds 12 
ounces. 


Will Have Trials. 


If, after consideration of the re- 
ports that are destined to come 
from the infantry and cavalry 
boards, the military authorities 
reach the conclusion that the semi- 
automatic shoulder rifle is funda- 
mentally sound in principle as to 
tactical and* other military charac- 
teristics, it is understood that com- 
petitive trials, open to any that may 
wish to submit pieces, thereafter 
will be conducted to ascertain 
which of them is the most suitable. 
Into such a competition there would 
be injected, among others, the 
Thompson and Garland rifles with 
all the latest improvements that 
may have been devoloped up to that 
time, and the Pederson rifle. 


Light Weight Gun. 


The Pederson piece has a caliber 
of .276, and therefore weighs less 
and uses smaller and lighter ammu- 
nition than the caliber .30 Spring- 
fields, Thompsons and Garands. Re- 
duction of caliber introduces anoth- 
er controversial factor in the equa- 
tion, ‘and, of course, that matter 
will have to be threshed out before 
a decision is made one way or the 
other as to whether the military sit- 
uation would be met by a weapon 
that is lighter and of less range 
than the present service arm, The 
Pederson rifle was designed at the 
Springfield armory; one of them was 
hand made and demonstrated at 
the Aberdeen proving ground, Mary- 
land, and in this city and other 
places within the last few months, 
and it is said that its performance 
was quite satisfactory. However, the 
piece never has been subjected to 
the rigid and exacting tests through 
which any firearm must g0 before 
its capabilities as a military weapon 
can be ascertained. The matter of 
manufacturing more df the Peder- 
son rifles has been under considera- 
tion for some time in the War De- 
partment, and orders for produc- 
tion of about twenty of them prob- 
ably will be given early in May.

Diplomats Would Have Pre- 
vented Conflict, Veteran 
Tells Garrison. 


BELKNAP ALSO SPEAKS 


“War with Spain in 1898 could 
have been averted by diplomacy,” 
Col. Winfield Scott, of Enid, Okla., 
and Washington, told members of 
the President’s Own garrison. last 
night in the District board room. 

“With the blowing up of the U. 
S. S. Maine, however, such a peace- 
ful settlement was impossible,’’ con- 
tinues Col. Scott. yen. Frank 
Hines of the veterans’ bureau was 
with our first fleld force in the 
Philippines as first sergeant in the 
Mormon artillery, the Utah light 
artillery. The Tenth Pennsylvania, 
First Tennessee, First Nebraska, 
First Colorado and First California 
and some regulars of the heavy ar- 
tillery were all on the first armed 
force of the United States to serve 
in a campaign 10,000 miles from 
their base of supplies, the first and 
only time so great an American 
army has ever been successfully 
transported so far afield. 

“From May 1 until August 13, 
Manila and its environs had been 
invested by the armed naval and 
land forces of the United States, 
and although the monitors Monad- 
nock and Monterey with thirteen 
inch rifles aboard were in the bay 
most of this time, no effort was 
made to effect a bombardment by 
their aid. 

“Although”"the city was invested 
by a thin line stretching for 21 
miles around the two towns from 
July 31, possession was deferred 
until August 31. 

“With the naval power controlled 
by the United States, with no land 
retreat possible, the high command, 
I felt then, and feel now, of the 
American volunteers could have ef- 
fected the capture of Manila blood- 
lessly, by exertion of pressure upon 
the Spanish high command in the 
beleaguered and insanitary walled 
city, beyond the Pasig. Lives of 
Americans, Philippine volunteers 
and Spaniards, soldier and civilian, 
were shed on August 13 that could 
have been easily prevented. 

“The Spanish general retreated 
aboard the German Irenee to Hong- 
kong, leaving the details of sur- 
render to his second in command. 

“Our army and navy did a good 
work well, and gave a great new 
concept of freedom to the Filipino. 
To abandon them at this time would 
be to play into the hands of Japan- 
ese propagandists, who are tovertly 
behind the Philippine independen- 
cla party. There are two parties in 
the islands, and the large landhold- 
ers in the southern islands are the 
more conservative of the two.’’ 

Commander Balknap, of the 
Spanish War Veterans, then de 
clared that ‘‘centralized educational 
policies and courses had made the 
islands vastly different than they 
were when our forces landed there.”’ 
He was sixteen years in the islands.

Cyber, the Paris poet-dress- 

maker, who condemned and killed 

the “‘Garconne,”’ and has mobilized 

an army of celebrities in behalf of 
“the eternal feminine.”’

NEW revolution is on in Paris, a 
A revolution that started in the 
great shops of fashion and is now 
spreading with the rapidity of a confla- 
gration in every quarter of the city. 
The uprising is not so sanguinary as 
that of 1792 which sent the preudest 
heads of France to the guillotine, but it 
is of more significance to the rest of the 
civilized world since it concerns a decla- 
ration of war against English and Amer- 
ican influences in dressmaking. 

The movement is aimed at the boyish 
effect known as the “garconne line” in 
fashion, and openly blames the women 
of America and England for the spread 
of “masculinity”. in feminine apparel. 
Famous artists and dramatists have 
joined the ranks of the dressmakers, 


with Mme. Cyber as a modern Joan of 


Arc in the lead, and a terrific struggle 
for the supremacy of the eternal fem- 
inine is imminent. 

Mme. Cyber started things with a 
proclamation in the Paris press calling 
for a concerted movement against the 
ascendency of the “garconne.” Other 
noted dressmakers promptly espoused 
the cause of “femininity” in women’s 
garments and. now the whole Paris 
dressmaking establishments are solid 
against anything in women that is not 
“femininely seductive.” The question 
involves the following issues: 

Should a* woman show her knees in 
public? 

Should she walk firmly or with an air 
of abandon? 

Should her hair be cut aes or short? 

Should her gowns expose too much of 
her figure? 

Should she be boyish or girlish? 

The tempest started. when Mme. 
Cyber sent out from her place in the 
Place de Opera a whirlwind of protes- 
tations against “‘women that wanted to 
look like men.” Her declarations were 
picked up by the entire press of Paris 
and echoed in special interviews pub- 
ished here. 3 

Tristan Bernard, the greatest humor- 
ist of France, gave his viewpoints in his 
light and airy style, favoring light and 
airy apparel. 

Bourdelle, the well-known sculptor, 
spoke with affected sorrow of his own 
legs’ that were hidden from view by a 
pair of ugly trousers. 

Vincent d’Indy, the composer, broke a 
lance for the symphony of rhythm. in 
feminine attire. 

Van Dongen, the painter of modern 
nudes, claimed that the female figure 
should have no mysteries. 

Victor Margueritte, author of “La 
Garconne,” said that no influence would 
ever destroy the exquisite femininity in 
Parisian women. 

Colette, the celebrated author of 
“Claudine,” had her say about short 
hair, lacy undies and so forth.

The Question of “La Garconne” or Frilly Feminine 
Frocks That Is Causing Belligerency Among Paris 


Fashion Dictators and Stirring Them to Action 


And Henry Bernstein, author of ‘“The 
Thief,’ frankly admitted that he loves 
the present day styles because tl.ey mir- 
ror French sensibilities and are made to 
attract and please men. 

Mme. Cyber started the ball rolling 
with the following dictum: 

“TI killed La Garconne. I decreed her 
demise because a masculine woman is 
unbeautiful. Only beauty can live. The 
after-war spirit of mannish ways, 
jeweled cigarette holder, cynical 
speech and roll-your-own stock- 
ing must give way 
to charm, feminine 
charm, as can be 
expressed alone in 
truly feminine 
garb. 

“The garconne 
style is a patho- 
logical craze, a

pleasure. The women seemed to crave 
freedom, the kind that men enjoy in 
their relations with wémen, and the va- 
rious garconne styles were the conse- 
quence. Some women looked well 
enough in them, but most of them ap- 
peared about as graceful in their tube 
skirts as a pair of Oxford bags. 

“T am convinced that the whole world 
is soon to swing’ away from the post- 
armistice delirium and on toward a 
saner outlook on life. Folly may still 
reign, but it will be a folly of a different 
kind. I believe the last drop of excite- 
ment has been squeezed out of jazz and 
hectic amusement and that the new

thrills will come from sweetness and 


light. 

“The first step toward this end among 
Paris dressmakers is. to emphasize the 
feminine. Those in favor of the mascu- 
line are die-hards, I know, but they will 
yield in the long run. Skirts this sum- 
mer will be as short as ever, of course; 
but there will be modifications, 

“The skirt which works up over the 
knee when the wearer is sitting down is 
an abomination. There is nothing so 
distressing even to onlookers, as a dress 
that must be pulled down constantly. 
Fortunately we have found.a way to 


remedy this. We can be practical, beau- 


tiful, and yet not lose that which is the 
Parisienne’s greatest charm—feminin- 
ity. 

“I am not against tailormade suits or 
sporting togs. When a woman plays 
golf or tennis, she should be dressed to 
give her limbs all the freedom required. 
But after her bath, when she sits down 
to breakfast with her husband, she 
should be dressed so as to attract him 
with feminine charms. No man in good 


health and with normal emotions will 


ever care for a woman who looks man- 
nish.”

“The present style is very agreeable, 
very interesting. Every man will be 
glad to know that women will continue 
this summer to show their legs and feet. 
In the old days, when skirts were longer, 
the stockings and boots of women were 
not so pretty because they were hidden. 
Now women are compelled to wear 
pretty hose and shoes. Even the poor- 
est has nice shoes and stockings. 


“‘No, there can be no such thing as an 
invasion of American and English ideas 
in style. Did you ever hear of a woman 
imposing hey ideas of fashion upon a 
dressmaker, be she English, American, 
French or Hottentot? It has been my 
impression that. the women accept the 
ideas of the dressmakers and then pass 
them on to their: own seamstresses. 
These are very happy to get the ideas of 
the great dressmakers and the next 
thing that happens is that artists like 
Cyber and others must invent new fash- 
ions so no one can say they are cores 
the. little seamstresses. 


“Of: course, I am for femininity. 


Everything in. women’s clothes that is 


not light and airy, to my mind, is be- 
neath notice. We want to notice women, 
but there must be something to attract 
our attention. For instance, their stock- 


-jngs. There is nothing so interesting as 


a woman’s stocking if it reveals a 
shapely ankle and a fine knee. I would 
surely vote against longer dresses if it 
came to a national issue.

New uses for ultra-violet. light; that in- 
visible part of sunlight whose magic effects 


on health were discovered only recently, are 
being found almost daily. In. Paris, says the 
May Popular Science Monthly, the powerful 
light is befng used now to bring out texts 
that have been erased from old parchments. 
Even though the parchment has been, written 
over again, it is said the original letters will 
come out.

The Maine agricultural experiment sta- 
‘fon recently has been giving cows a daily 
bath of ultra- -violet light from artificial 


lights. The milk that these cows give, it has 
been found, prevents rickety in babies, while 
milk from cows not getting treatment is use- 
lees in preventing the disease. In the sum- 
mertime cows out in the pasture get their 
doses of ultra-violet light from sunshine, but 
in winter stables this is denied them. The 
time appears near at hand when every stable 
will be provided with artificial sunlight ‘for 
the long, cheerless winter days.

Half-Forgotten Romances of American History 


Thomas Law and Eliza Custis.

| PICTURESQUE old house still stands 

in Washington, D. C., at 1252 Sixth 

street southwest, on the corner of N 

street facing across to what is now 

Potomac park and the Heights of Arlington, 

that was the scene of one of the most striking 

romances in the Washington-Custis family 

and a flery-hearted Englishman who made 

America his second homeland only to die at 

last, broken hearted, impoverished and un- 

Happy because this romance could not with- 
Stand the pressure of the world. 

This love story between Thomas Law, a 
noted Briton and Eliza Custis, oldest grand- 
daughter of Martha Custis Washington, is 
not very well known because the adoption by 
Gen. Washington of Martha Parks Custis and 
her brother, George Washington Parke Cus- 
tis, upon the death of their father, John 
Parke Custis, who died on Yorktown day, 
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brought these children into the limelight of 
history and obscured the memory of the 
other orphans, Eliza and Martha Custis, who 
were placed in the care of other relatives. 

However, Martha and Eliza Custis, the eld- 
est children of John Parke Custis, were fre- 
quent visitors to Mount Vernon and found 
there much devotion from Gen. and Mrs. 
Washington. Childless himself, the great 
Washington had an outlet for parental af- 
fection in the children and grandchildren of 
Mrs. Washington. In his diaries and per- 
sonal papers and the accounts he kept with 
such nicety of detail we find touching evi- 
dences of this affection in entries showing 
gifts purchased for these children and grand- 
children and in arrangements he consum- 
inated for their training and education. 

When John Parke Custis, Martha Wash- 
ington’s only son, grew to manhood, Washing- 
ton heartily approved his marriage to beau- 
toful Eleanor Calvert, a daughter of the noble 
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house of Lord Baltimore. Four little ones 
came to the young couple and then the Revo- 
lution and the beloved stepson went with 
Gen. Washington as his staff officer. 

Shortly before Yorktown he fell ill and 
Washington sent him home to Mount Vernon, 
where his mother, wife and little ones awaited 
him. But the malady was too well fastened 
upon him, and en route his last hours came 
upon him and word was sent to Washington 
at Yorktown. Forsaking the feasts of vic- 
tory on Yorktown day, the great general rode 
30 miles through the night to Custis’ side 
only to arrive in time to see him draw his 
last breath. 

As a consolation to the sorrowing mother, 
Washington promised to adopt the twb young- 
er orphans, Eleanor and George Washington 
Parke Custis. The grief-stricken young 
widow of the dead man took the elder chil- 
dren with her back to her father’s home. 

Eleanor Custis became the bride of Mr. 
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Lewis, who built for her a beautiful home, 
Woodlawn, between Alexandria and Po- 
hick, Va., and Martha Parke Custis married 
Mr. Peter, of Georgetown, D. C., and lived in 


lovely Tudor Place, which still rmains in the 
Peter family. 


Gifted Eliza Waits for Prince Charming. 


The other girl, Eliza Parke Custis, was the 
belle of the period. She waited for the prince 
charming that was to come. Gifted in musi- 
cal matters, fond of social life and beautiful, 
Eliza found her way into the heart of Wash- 
ington and his good wife, who determined to 
test the prince when he should arrive by 
every means possible to cautious parents and 
grandparents of belles. There was a con- 
siderable property to distribute among the 
orphan sisters and brother, and Gen. Wash- 
ington was determined no mere fortune 
hunter should win any of the beautiful sis- 
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ters in which he felt such an absorbing in- 
terest. He believed in marriage for women, 
but was not in the usual sense of the word a 
matchmaker, although a real romance de- 
lighted his simple heart. 

While Washington and the other makers of 
the American Constitution were busy at this 
gigantic task, Bishop Edmund Low, of Car- 
lisle, England, was gathering the loose ends 
of life before he passed on to his just and 
great reward. Of his eleven: children, two 
were bishops, another was chief justice of 
England, and the eighth son, Thomas Law, 
was secretary to Warren Hastings, the first 
governor general of India under the absolute 
East India Co. Thomas Law had  ~pros- 
pered and, after Hastings was replaced by 
Lord Cornwallis, of Yorktown fame, he re- 
mained with him in India until 1793. 

Meantime on one of his leaves of absence 
in Britain, Law had become interested in a 
plan of Washington city, and also in the tales 
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of America told by Lord Cornwallis. His 
was a democratic soul, and the freedom of 
the new world appealed to him greatly. His 


task in India seemed completed for he had 
altered the whole taxation system and put al! 
the castes on the same revenue basis. From 
the increased revenue the council of the East 
Indian Co. allowed Mr. Law one-half of 
the gains for his ingenuity, and he amassed 
a fortune of 1,000 pounds, an immense sum 
for those days. 


Thomas Law Seeks Home in America. 


The Indian climate did not agree with 
Thomas Law, so his thoughts turned more 
and more to America. Yet there was still 
work in India for him to do, which was to 
bring about a homestead law for his people, 
which gave them leasehold upon their fields.

Monument to Victor at Gettysburg Is Already in Place in the Botanic 
Garden Awaiting Dedication, and Congress Is Being Asked to Provide 
More Space—Symbolical Figures of Heroic Proportions Make Memorial 


The dominating figure of the group, Gen. 
George Gordon Meade. He steps out from 
the cloak of war and turns to things of peace.

HEN one enters the halls of the of- 

fice of public grounds and build- 

ings, he becomes aware, from the 

sketches on the walls, of the Mc- 

Millan plan for the development of 
the city of Washington, and this is of course 
only the original L’Enfant plan (approved. of 
by Washington and Jefferson) modified to 
meet the needs of the great capital of a 
widely extended republic. 


Naturally the Mall, whose gracious length 
runs from the Potomac to the Capitol, a fair 
highway of white marble structures, of sta- 
tues, of parks, holds the center of attention, 
as it always does in any capital city. A 
splendid beginning upon this much-desired 
scheme has already been made in the Lin- 
coln Memorial, the reflecting pool, the rain- 
bow fountain lagoon, the Washington monu- 
ument and the Freer Gallery of Art, at its 
western end. 


At the eastern end, bulwarked by the tre- 
mendous beauty of the Capitol itself, the 
magnificent memorial to Gen. U. 8S. Grant. 
shadowing forth the very qualities of the 
general, his imperturbability, his dogged de- 
termination to move forward, his indifference 
to form, his support that lay in the enthusi- 
asm of his loyal men * * the faces of 
the cavalrymen as they ride are molded to 
victory and the weary faces of the artillery 
group but refiect the grim determination of 
their indomitable leader * * * has been 
erected most fittingly within the shadow of 
the dome of that legislative hall whose au- 
thority in its entirety Grant was permitted 
to preserve. 

The grounds in which this memorial stands 
are known as the Botanic Garden, and 
around this space at the present hour runs 
a high iron fence like a barrier to the public. 
In conformity to the McMillan plan the 
grounds will lose their iron railing and 
their ancient green houses and three groups 
of statuary will. transform the plot into a 
thing of historic value, a fitting entrance 
then to the Capitol grounds on the western 
side. A 

There is at the present time a resolution 
before Congress relative to the second me- 
morial in this group of three, the Meade 
memorial, which is in place and awaiting 
its dedication, a delay necessitated by the 
desired permission from Congress to re- 
move the Bartholdi fountain in order to 
increase the space allotted to the victor of 
Gettysburg. This resolution will, in all prob- 
ability, be acted upon favorably to the end 
that the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania may 
finish the base and lawns of its memorial 
to Gen. Meade, a symbolical group statue 
carved by the Picarilli brothers of New York 
for its sculptor, Charles Grafly. 
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HE third memorial for the garden re- 
mains as yet undetermined upon, but that 

can be added after the grounds are modified 
to meet the requirements of the McMillan 
plan for the Mall whose far reach is toward 
the velvet lawns of the Capitol. Would that 
un miracle in construction might happen in 
order that the Mall might be rounded out 
in completed beauty in one xeneration, but 
appropriations for such works come slowly 
and many years will elapse before the finish- 
ed Mall runs a united length between the 
Capitol and the Lincoln memorial. 

It is within that shrine that the :aost ex- 
quisite fragment of literature produced by an 
American is carved into the murble of the 
inner south wall, a flower of thought, root 
and all, verily in living beauty against the 
stone. Lincoln’s Gettysburg address, brief, 
sonorous, rhythmical, like some slow, emo- 
tion-laden theme in music, a stately march 
at whose end colors will be dipped, a solemn 
splendor over all for it is an army with ban- 
pers, triumphant, but merciful. 

‘It is for us, the living, rather to be here 
dedicated to the unfinished work they have 
thus far so nobly carried on. It is rather for 
@s to be here dedicated to the great task 
remaining before us, that from these honored 
dead we take increased devotion to the 
cause for which they gave the last full meas-

ure of devotion, that we here hikhly resolve 
that these dead shall not have died in vain, 
that the nation shall, under God, have a new 
birth of freedom, and that the government 
of the people, by the people, and for the 
people shall not perish from the earth.’ 

It takes but little imagination to hear 
those throbbing, marching cadences moving 
beneath the starry beauty of many flags from 
Lincoln’s matchless shrine, past the noble 
shaft whose honor is to Washington, and on 
along the Mall to the Capitol itself whose 
ethereal dome re-echoes them beneath the 
trees where stands the symbolical group 
whose dedication will be to the victor of 
Gettysburg, Gen. George Gordon Meade, 
whose victory over Lee on that memorable 
field joined hands with Grant’s conquest at 
Vicksburg, a dual success that in the darkest 
hour of all that struggle between the North 
and the South saved the Union. 

It seems especiall? appropriate that this 
Meade memorial should stand in eternal 
comradeship with the Grant monument, true 
complements in the sphere of the Union’s 
preservation, whose nebulous fire had, until 
that hour, never been congealed into solid 
fact. 
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OW wide.and how lofty rise the white 


walls of the halls of Congress, crowned 
in fragile wonder by the towering dome, 
above these memorials, a kind of majesty 
in their solid assurance for their guardian- 
ship is made sure in bronze and in marble, 
whose memory and whose deeds are those 
of Grant and Meade. 

It is of the latter that we would speak, 
for the former has been dedicated and is 
obvious in its meaning, the Meade memorial 
requiring, because of its recondite symbol- 
ism, a detailed interpretation to reveal its 
meaning to those who would understand its 
message. What fo'lows is based upon a bare 
outline furnished the writer by the sculp- 
tor, for the creator of a masterpiece has 
dreamed more dreams into his marble than 
any alien ere will ever note.

IAMETRICALLY opposite Meade is the 

bruts! figure of War, grim, unchanging 
since time began, an inherent part of this 
earth life whose riddles are manifold. The 
might that makes right live in his ugly face, 
for the forehead is low, the bridge of the 
nose unlifted, while the mouth is closed in 
the grimness of unrelenting fury. ‘The lines 
of the coarse and heavy throat sweep down 
and into the shoulders with the strength of 
flying buttresses. Giant armor shields his 
giant breast and a giant sword reaches to his 
feet. Upward and back from his massive 
shoulders sweep gigantic wings, sable as 
night, casting deep shadows upon the very 
virtues whose origin lies in war. 

No mercy lives in his grim strength, no 
mitigation shines in his sullen eyes. An 
architectural massiveness gives him an irre- 
fragable power. Nothing that is human can 
reach him in any way. And yet one redeem- 
ing touch is granted this grim reaper of the 
flower of nations, for each hand rests upon 
a memorial tablet, knowing as he does that 
that nation is most valiant whose memory 
of her slain is treasured deepest in her heart. 

Is he aware of his sullen and awful isola- 
tion? Is he aware that the sturdy, joyous 
youth are all turned away from him eager to 
abandon him for a future under the gentler 
arts of peace? He stands undaunted, know- 
ing with absolute finality that his is an es- 
tablished place in the universe, that time and 
time’s tide will sweep against his bulwarks 
in vain. Unconquerable, unyielding, un- 
changing, the shadow across the sun of prog- 
ress, hope’s antithesis and life’s despair. 

War is as ruthlessly unapproachable and 
as utterly unshakable as an impregnable fort- 
ress. The sculptor has created a master’s 
portrait of that force that shakes civiliza- 
tion to its foundations. It seems to the

of War, and Progress aglow with light of Law and Order. 


That brief descriptive outline has one ar- 
1est'ng sentence set like a matchless jewel 


in an unadorned setting for the page ends 
with the singular words, ‘‘The command is 
forward.”’ 

Did Charles Grafly bathe his soul in the 
slow cadences of the Gettysburg address be- 
fore he conceived this memorial? Lincoln 
bad said, ‘‘The unfinished work they have 
thus far so nobly carried on’’ and ‘‘the great 
task remaining before us,’’ and as we catch 
the solemn strains we see that the keynote 
of the whole mystic group is a movement 
uway from war forward toward the things 
of peace. If that idea is Kept in mind, the 
cbstruseness of the group dissolves before 
the eyes as the figures are named and in 
the naming reveal their significance. 

Above a square platform, on a round ped- 
estal of two modulating members, stands 
this new memorial, consisting of eight fig- 
ures. whose contiguous positions blend the 
obvious with the symbolical, for all the fig- 
ures, save that of the general, are symbols 
of abstruse things. 

Charles Grafly built his dream out of the 
belief that the very qualities of a great 
general have their origin in war; * * #* 
some one succinctly phrased it that civiliza- 
tion comes riding in on a gun carriage * * * 
und he shaped his theory into a harmonizing 
union between what is Obvious and what 
is in symbol only. This theory is the link 
that binds indissolubly the figure of Meade 
with that of War that stands directly oppo- 
site the figure of the general. 

The dominant figure in the group is that 
of Gen. Meade in full uniform, booted and 
gloved, but hatless, the cloak of war being 
drawn from his shoulders by those who see 
in him the embodiment of their own Vir- 
tues. It is a valiant leader of men that steps 
out from the shadow of war, an almost sol- 
emn determination lives in the strong face, 
a purpose to turn to constructive endeavors, 
to build up and no longer to tear down. Yet 
his hands are deep in the stuff of his cloak 
as though he declared that the new edifice 
he would build must be made from the 
fragments of the old. He seems completely 
done with war, his back is turned to War, 
and he steps out from under the sable wings 
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writer to be far and away the finest study 
among the symbolical figures. War with 
wings—it is a new presentation, a departure 
from the usual, and justified in its divergence 
from’old conceptions, for the powerful wings 
are to be sable, menacing, shadowing,. the 
nobler qualities that make no mean connec- 
tion between war and a successful general. 

Sweeping like an arch from War’s left to 
Meade’s right is an enchanting trinity, all 
vouth, all grace, all eagerness, and all loyalty 
as they turn from the grim figure to face the 
undaunting future with Meade. 

The central figure of the group is Fame, 
who with restless eagerness is reaching up 
and forward toward things not yet achieved. 
How vibrant with hope and adventure sheiis, 
her gaze fixed on the gifts that lie on the 
lap of the gods! 

Fame is not wholly lost in her rosy cloud, 
however, for she reaches back to draw the 
strong, well-poised figure of Enegry from 
the support of War, and her effort is not in 
vain for his arm is more than half withdrawn 
from the arm of War. His face has the look 
of one who hears voices bidding him leave 
the lower for the higher trails, for Fame 
bids him follow her, and her promises hold 
the lure that has whetted human effort 
since the dawn of civilization. itnergy has 
served War. He is bidden to leave the old 
master and serve the new, whose deeds are 
to be the works of peace. 
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I" Fame is mindful of Energy and her need 

of him, she is likewise conscious of the 
grace that lies in the comely youth before 
her, who draws the cloak of war from 
Meade’s shoulders with his right hand, while 
his left lifts in triumph above Meade’s head 
the garlanded standard of victory. 

There is something marvelously appealing 
in this stalwart youth who is Loyalty, stand- 
ing almost on tiptoe to serve his general, 
while his face is carved with the lilting beauty 
of a poem whose theme is adoration. Swift, 
clean, sweet loyalty is cut into every line of 
his passionate youth. Love and pride and 
devotion make him glow like an altar flame. 
It does one’s heart a world of good to gaze 
upon his face. 


And gazing there one remembers how down 
through the centuries, all the brave, cour- 
ageous way from Thermopylae to Flanders 
field, the loyalty of men has tempered to finer 


steel the sword of those who command. 

How humble must be the heart of a general 
who tastes the sweetness of this gushing 
spring from out the hillside of life, the out- 
pouring tide that is the loyalty of youth! Did 
ever any general sense its plangent beauty so 
completely as did Robert E. Lee, who again 
and again as he reviewed his gallant troops 
rode with his hat in his hand down the ser- 
ried ranks in perfect silence? And that awed 
silence moved those men as no speech could 
have done. 

Youth is so vastly loyal, always seeking 
some god to worship, eager, beautiful, un- 
daunted. Grafly has caught the unending 
marvel of it all in this radiant figure he calls 
Loyalty. 

This group on Meade’s right seems particu- 
larly noteworthy, for much of youth is there, 
its fire and its loveliness, so that the heart 
is enthralled with its glamour * * * as 
is the way of the heart with youth from time 
immemorial. 

On the other side of the monument is a 
similar grouping of figures, the central one 
winning and holding instant attention for 
the steady light of law and order glows in 
his eyes. He is Progress, and he differs from 
Fame in poise and in steadiness, for his as- 
surance comes not from hope but from the 
latent power that he knows lies within him- 
self. His unshaken calm is like a quenchless 
beacon on the grim shore whose sable waters 
are the ruthless wings of war. 

Progress is turned in definite manner away 
from War and would draw with him the figure 
on his left which is Military Courage. In this 
he is not greatly successful, for Military Cour- 
age lets his arm remain firmly linked in that 
of War and scarcely turns his face away. 
Little of the youthful beauty, the comliness 
of Loyalty, is seen in this figure. A kind of 
stolid, grim devotion is in the face, whose 
features lack the delicacy of those of Loyalty. 
Strength, daring, a sense of,duty, are there, 
but somehow an absence of joy, of grace, of 
soul, of eagerness, is felt as one gazes upon

him. And rightly so, for a sense of duty is 
the secret of his courage. His half-turned 
head, one feels, will any momeni deny the 
urge of Progress, and his eyes will seek once 
more the god of the machine of war. It is an 
excellent portrayal of its quality, but because 
it is it fails to win the beholder’s enthusiastic 
absorption. 

Progress is rapt with the future, bunt he 
wants that future animate with the courtesy 
that the strong must needs feel toward the 
weak, hence his close contact with the figure 
of Chivalry that stands at his right. 
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H* face has in it the pity of those whose 

heart is filled with compassion for those 
in distress, and her strong arms have the 
strength of service, that fructify her sympathy 
into deeds. It is Chivalry. then, that is se- 
lected to assist Loyalty in the remoyal of the 
cloak of war from the shoulders of Meade, 


Loyalty, whose splendid youth is all adoration 
for his great chief, lifting above Meade a 
standard of wreaths and garlands. 


In this study the dominating figure is that of 
War, whose sable wings sweep toward Meade. 


whose need of the garment fs past. Self- 


abnegation is in her face and great mercy for 
her spirit is ever aware of Sidnevy’s whispered 
words to a wounded comrade: ‘“‘Thy need is 
greater than mine.’’ She has turned her 
back squarely on War, whose ruthlessness no 
pity moves nor any mefcy. 

This, too, is a noble study, this group of 
three, in whom the plangent fire of youth 
has yielded to the serener warmth of a stead- 
ier flame. Dreams fill the eyes of those im 
the group of the opposite side, but service 
for others at a sacrifice for self glows in the 
eyes of this maturer group. 

The more one studies these symbolical fig- 
ures the more delicate appear the nuances in 
the qualities portrayed. An abstraction is 
clothed in reality and awaits its opportunity. 
of revelation to the heart of him who is stu- 
dent enough to bring information snfficent to. 
receive the message. He who would bring. 
home the wealth of the Indies must take 
the wealth of the Indies with him. It is eve®

so, in great poetry, great music, great drama, 
great sculpture, great painting. Symbolism 


speaks a varied language, and to him who 
has greatest understanding it speaks most 
plainly. 

The Meade memorial is the only study in 
the District that combines on so large a scale 
the obvious with the symbolical. In this re- 
spect it is a departure from the usual. There 
will be something of the same union in the 
Ericsson monument that is being carved in 
close proximity to the Lincoln memorial] on 
the edge of the placid Potomac. 

When the plot about the Meade memorial 
is enlarged to take in thé space now given 
to the Bartholdi fountain, it will literally 
reach out to join hands with the Grant me- 
morial in commemoration of the union of vic- 
tories that made a Northern success possible. 
The two memorials form a stupendous com- 
memoration of more stupendous achieve- 
ments. A little review of those events which 
called forth the studies in bronze and in 
marble can not be out of place in this article.

Her 
father, a guard officer, was long a disciple of 
the mystical teachings of the East, and her 
mother, a Persian princess, is a well known 
theosophist and seeress in Samarkandt. At 
the age when most little American girls are 
beginning to read and write, little Valentina 
was already starting the study of astrology, 
magianism and esoteric philosophy, delving 
_into the mighty wisdom of the Orient by 
wh: : SA NAW arders her life. 

The night little Valentina was born, a 
Roary old Persian astrologer climbed into 
‘his turret to scan the heavens, and when the 
“§ .ow wi wade Came to his ears, 
he cast her horoscope. Directly overhead 
shone brilliantly a tiny star in the constella- 
tion of the Scorpion, and that was Valentina’s 
guiding star. By juxtaposition to other 
astral bodies, ‘in ascendancy or decline, the 
Persian magi read her strange destiny. 

He predicted Valentina would dance and 
love ecstatically if she but followed astral

the sky. And so Valentina has lived. And so

After her childhood in her native Persia, 
Valentina went to Moscow to study dancing 
and the drama, still keeping up her study of 
philosophy and astrology. 

Feeling that. her destiny lay in rhythmical 
expression, she soon became a noted pupil at 
the Russian art school in Moscow. The 
strange, mystical dances she evolved were 
something entirely new to her ballet masters. 
She soon had developed an entirely new 
dance. 

This was her interpretation of the “rhythm 
of spheres.’’ Many poets have written of 
this but the little star-guided Persian beauty 
is original in incorporating it in the dances 
which she is now introducing to New York. 

Many outsiders have lived for years in the 
Kast, peering into the mystifying knowledge 
of occultism that the Persians have practiced 
sinced time immemorial, and have come away 
knowing no more about it than when they 
went. Will this little Persian maid be able to 
reveal anything of it in an atmosphere so 
vastly in contrast to that in which it was 
cradled? 

“‘My life’s mission lies in discovering and 
displaying new celestial rhythms of my body, 
rhythms that I acquire only from my astral 
knowledge aud my astral inspiration,” Mile. 
Kashouba declares. 

‘‘But there is no place for your classical 
rhythmic expressions in New York, as our 
audiences prefer the new vaudeville dances,”’ 
she was told. 

‘“‘Never, never shall I dance in a vaude- 
ville,”’ she exclaimed, and drew a picture re- 
sembling some interior of an ancient Greek 
or Chinese temple. ‘I will dance only in a 
solemn atmosphere like this—an observatory, 
lecture hall, temple or, perhaps, something 
that I will build myself. But I will give per- 
formances to the New York audiences of 
new unknown, celestial dances, dances which 
I see in my visions and hear in the sounds 
that come from the higher dimenstions.”’ 

Mile. Kashouba’s immediate intention is to 
stage a series of astral dances and display 
them to the illuminated minds of the New 
World. Her idea igs not to dance for money, 
she maintains, or even to dance for pleasure, 
as the usual dancers do; her aspiration is to 
dance her inspiration in the form of a serious 
lecture and message. For that reason she is 
considering a series of introductory demon- 
strations of her art, in which she will ap- 
pear to New Yorkers as the Oriental story 
tellers appear to the travelers in the desert— 
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The amount of food consumed in New York 
“city in a single year would fill a freight train 
extending from Havana, Cuba, to Alaska! 
*With its population of nearly 6,000,000 resi- 
‘dents and—to follow a very conservative es- 
timate—of 1,000,000 commuters, every day 
at lunch time 7,000,000 persons are eating in

‘sand restaurants serve 3,000,000 persons 
daily.

_ Supply. In a greater or lesser degree the 
Same problems confront every city in the 
. country. 
“. From the time it gets to the terminals un- 
til it reaches the table, food. in. the giant me- 
_tropolis is closely scrutinized by an army of 
inspectors. They board the trains at the 
.stations and ships at the piers. They follow 
it through from the wholesale markets to 
.retail establishments, pushcarts, bakeries and 
.gestaurants. For some foods, such as milk 
~and some kinds of shell fish, the inspection 
“begins outside the city. A net of inspectors 
_4s spread through nearby States, examining 
.foods at their sources. 
_.. Last year these inspectors condemned food 
_@mough to fill a train of cars 4 miles long. 
“Bpoiled, adulterated and poisonous foods are 
_quickly discovered by the vigilant health 
guardians. All doubtful foodstuffs are anal- 
yzed in two municipal laboratories, one for 


detecting impurities and adulteration, the 
other for examining milk. Both are main- 
tained by the city under its bureau of food 
and drugs. 

Protecting the people from impure milk 
is perhaps the city’s biggest task. About 
3,500,000 quarts of milk-are consumed daily 
in New York. Samples of all milk are care- 
fully tested for fat content and purity. The 
city also consumes 55,000,000 dozens of fresh 
and storage eggs yearly. Besides these, other 
millions of frozen and powdered eggs are 
used for baking. More than a million pounds 
of frozen yolks and whites come into the city 
every year from China alone. These are 
tested by smell and taste, while the whole 
eggs are carefully candled. 

New Yorkers eat 16,000,000 gallons of ice 
cream a year, or 2% gallons per person. The 
fat content of all this ice cream must be at 


least 3 per cent, a fact determined by weigh- | 


ing samples.

The 
first is dedicated to Polaris, the north star. 
In this she reveals much cosmic wisdom, 
rhythmical secrets that the stars in their or- 
bits and the flaming meteors have disclosed 
to this little Persian. 

This rhythm, it is said, has been exploited 
by the dancing dervishes and wandering yogis 
to hypnotize their onlookers and let them see 
al] kinds of miracles, Miss Kashouba in this 
dance will use all her Eastern mysticism and 
let her onlookers see falling blossoms from 
the sky—but only for a few moments. 

._ Her second dance is the ‘Dance of: the 
Sun,” described as the display of vital emo- 
tions and the beating of the human heart. In 
this are passion, fire, joy and agony. 

The third is the ‘“‘Moon Dance,” the dance 
of dreams and romances. It displays the hu- 
man subconsciousness in its various dormant 
phases, beginning with sleep and various 
hypnotic stages and winding up with the last 
calm of death. Se 

The other four are on the same order. 

Mlle. Kashouba intends to begin the career 
of her ‘‘plastomimic preachings’’—that is 
what she calls her dances—on the roof of 
one of New York's buildings, so that it will 
be plainly visible to everybody who wishes to 
look on. Here she hopes, like the muezzins 
chanting their calls to the services of Allah on

the tops of the mosques, to summon the peo- 
ple to think of the astral and the psychic 
phases of their existence and not be so much 
excited about the trifles of their daily affairs. 

“I have come to this town of business and 
hurry,”’ said Mlle. Kashouba, ‘‘not for money 
or applause, but to awaken the people from 
their hypnotized state of rush and push, I 
am not a dancer in the ordinary sense—lI am 
a missionary in my rhythmic art. iam going 
to dance science and art combined. I am 
here to fulfill my mission for which my star 
sent me.’’ 

Mile. Kashouba says she firmly believes 
that just as her horoscope crdered her to 
come here and dance, it further directs her 
to disappear eventually just as mysteriously 
as she appeared. 

She has already danced in various ballets 
of Russia and the Diaghileff ballet. 

‘‘When I left the ballet company and re- 
turned to my home in Samarkandt,” she re- 
lates, “I did not know I was to come to Amer- 
ica. Suddenly I realized that I must leave 
my home and follow my little star in the con- 
stellation of the Scorpion. My mother pro- 
vided me with the required money and a 
ticket for a trip around the world, if neces- 
sary. 

“Thus I traveled over to Constantinople, 
Venice, Paris, until I landed finally in New 
York, where my star points out my journey’s 
end. ; 

“IT have been traveling like one in a heavy 
trance, indifferent to everything except what 
the horoscope and my intuition would sug- 
gest. 

“IT even can not explain yet how I came to 
this country, though I rather intended going 
to Mexico. But one day I found myself in 
New York, and my horoscope told me this 
was the very spot I should begin my mission- 
ary work of preaching a new philosophy by 
means of my rhythmic expressions.”

Her dances are similar to the anc. nt tem- 
ple dances, and the other distinctly Persian 
divertissements which have always held such 
a high place in the estimation of connoisseurs 
of the dance. Pavlowa and her ballet, atter 
a sojourn in Persia, brought variations of 
some of them to America. 

This mysterious little daughter of the East 
grows so serious when she discusses her be- 
loved astrology or dancing that her dark

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Are You Eating Too Much? 


Are you eating too much? You probably 
are, acording to an article by Dr. E. V. Mc- 
Collum, leading dietician of Johns Hopkins 
university, appearing in McCall’s Magazine 
for May. Among other interesting things the 
author calls attention to the following: 

“All around us we see persons who make 
the mistake of eating too much of protein- 
rich foods and pastries which contain large 


. amounts of fat and sugar but which are lack- 


ing in mineral elements and vitamins. Con- 
sequently, they become dyspeptic, constipated 
and despondent and try to recover their 
health by restricting themselves to a very 
limited diet. If they had adhered to a ra- 
tional diet earlier they would have prevented 
some of their troubles. 


“Persons who do much mental work and 
exercise too little know from experience that 
they are more likely to feel dull and inefficient 
if they eat much protein than if they eat other 
foods which are rather poor in proteins. This 


-{s due partly to the presence in the blood and 


tissues of certain decomposition products of 
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proteins which bring about lethargy: and 
partly to the fact that when much protetn is 
eaten there remains in the large intestine un- 
digested matter which causes unwholesome 
bacterial decomposition and generates poi- 
sons. These are absorbed and probably cause 
an mild form of intoxication which depresses 
mental activity.’’ 


WHY CHICKS CAN WALK. 
It takes a baby months to learn to walk. 
But watch a chicken! Tlie minute it pops 
out of its shell it struts about, managing its 


legs without the least effort. This does not 
mean, says Popular Science Monthly, that 
new-born chickens are more intelligent than 
new-born babies.

FACTS ABOUT RUGS 


_, 


THE KHILIMS. 

Oriental rug-weaving is one of the oldest 
of the arts and goes back to ancient Egyptian 
and Babylonian times. The patterns of many 
of them have descended from dim centuries 
when the prayer-rugs and camel rugs were 
woven for the uses their names imply and 
not to decorate the houses of alien civiliza- 
tions. But even now these rugs are made by 
dwellers in the desert and it is quite prob- 
able that the designs which Marco Polo ad- 
mired when he yisited Kirma in 1270 are 
being repeated by patient hands today. 

One of the easiest rugs to recognize is the 
Khilim, both because of its distinctive pat- 
terns and the fact that it has no nap. It Is 
a primitive form of weaving without knots 
and both sidés of the rug are alike. The 
weft threads are dyed wool and the pattern 
is worked out by passing them over and un- 
der the warp threads. On account of this 
method of weaving the designs have to be 
geometric and rectilinear figures. 


In Turkey the Khilims are often woven 
by a betrothed girl for her suitor, to demon- 
strate her skill and taste, and many of these 
Turkish Khilims show rare workmanship and 
quality. 

Kurdish and Karamanian Khilims are 


much alike. Both are generally woven in two 
pieces and stitched together down the center 
with a fine disregard of ‘‘matching’’ the pat- 
tern. Diamond-shaped figures and horizon- 
tal stripes are characteristic. The colors are 
rich and subdued reds, blues. yellows, greens 
and black and white. 

The Khilim is hardly durable enough for 
indiscriminate floor usage. If used on the 
floor it should be lined with felt and it 
should never be shaken nor beaten—trrep- 
urable damage may be done. They are very 
satisfactory to cover a couch or as a tapestry 
on a wall, but in case they are hung they 
should first be mounted on a light wooden 
frame, as the unsupported weight on nails 
will be sure to tear the fabric.

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The Marvel of the Eel 


“When Il was a boy 

down on Cape Cod 

there was a woman 

whose ‘home bor- 

dered on a small 

lake (in those days 

it was the mill 

pond; now it is a 

lake), and all the 

fish of her section of 

the pond knew her. 

At certain hours 

each day she fed 

them, and they 

would crowd in 

around the wharf. 

Among them were 

several. huge eels. 

These were named. 

One was Jumbo. So 

little fear had they of their benefactress tha! 
she would sometimes lift them from the water. 
We boys, when fishing, were always on the 
watch that we might not catch Jumbo or 
some of the other big eels. 

Frankly, I didn’t want to catch them any- 
way. I didn’t like their looks. I never did 
like the handling of one. I am free to con- 
fess that to this day I don’t like eels until 
they are properly served on the table. But 
it never occurred to me that there was any- 
thing mysterious about these snakelike fish 
which I found both in salt water and fresh 
water, and which not infrequently were a 
nuisance when I was fishing for trout. But 
our common eel is a fish of mystery. Its life 
history is a marvelous tale, 


Now, it is a curious fact that, according 
to the scientists who have made a study. of 
the subject, no human being has ever seen 
the ripe spawn or eggs of an eel. No one 
has ever seen an eel ready to spawn. This 
does not include the lamper eel, which, prop- 
erly speaking, is a lamprey, and is not an 
eel at. all. It is much lower in the scale of 
life than the true eel, which is a true fish. 
And the reason that no human being has ever 
seen the ripe spawn of an eel is because all 
eels spawn in salt water in the Sargasso sea. 
And the astonishing thing is that this also is 
the breeding place of all European eels; yet 
no American eel has ever been found in 
Europe, and no European eel has ever been 
found in America. 

Now, we know that many fish which live 
in salt water come up into fresh water for 
spawning. But this is a case Where fish spend 
nearly their ~whole lives in fresh water and 
then go down to salt water to spawn, and 
make a tremendous journey, at that, after 
they reach the salt water. The European 
eels must travel in the ocean between 2,000 
and 3,000 miles, while our American eels 
have to travel hundreds of miles, and it is 
definitely known that they never return. They 
breed once and die. Then, in turn, the tiny 
eels, called elvers, have that long journey 
to make before they can begin to go up the 
rivers and brooks. The spawning is supposed 
to take place in a very great depth of water. 
So you may know this, that no matter where 
you find an eel—no matter how far from the 
coast or how isolated the body of water in 
which -you find that eel—its birthplace was 
somewhere in the Sargasso sea, off the West 
Indies. Said I not truly that the eel is a fish 
of mystery, and that its life story is 
marvelous? 


Inconvenient Dining. 
Was there ever a boy in the country who 


did not at one time or another have one or | 


more turtles? I doubt it. At the same time 
I doubt if one boy in a thousand—and this 
goes for adults, too—knows enough about the 
habits of our common turtles to warrant him 
in having one as a pet. I say this because of 
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the great number of similar inquiries which 
come to me from all over the country con- 
cerning these interesting little creatures who 
carry their houses about with them: The in- 
quiry is this: ‘‘How can I get my pet turtle 
to eat?”’ The answer is as simple as this: 
‘Feed your turtle in the water.’ 

In most cases of an extended fast on the 
part of a pet turtle it is an unwilling fast on 
the part of the little reptile who carries his 
skeleton on the outside instead of inside 
The fact is that, with a number of our com- 
mon water turtles, or, more properly speak 
ing, terrapins, the failure to eat out of water 
is not through lack of appetite, but through 
inability to swallow the food. 


Take our common snapping turtle or the 
common mud turtle, Known by every boy. 
You would find it most inconvenient to ac- 
cept an invitation to dine with either of 
them. You see, it would be necessary, if you 
would conform to turtle etiquette, to pu' 
your head entirely under. water with ever) 
mouthful. In other words, Old Mother Na 
ture, curiously enough, has made it a physi- 
cal impossibility for certain of these well- 
protected little reptiles to swallow food un 
less the head is under water. This does not 
hold true for all turtles, by any means, but it 
is a characteristic of a number of our com- 
mon water turtles, which, as I said before, 
are terrapins, if you want to be correct in 
your speech. Therefore, if you have a turtle 
which you have been trying unsuccessfully to 
feed out of water try giving the food in the 
water. 


Those Squirrels. 


‘Ts Happy Jack the Gray Squirrel a nui- 
sance? That depends. There was a time 
when I didn’t think so, and one of my neigh- 
bors did. You see, a pair of gray squirrels 
had gnawed a hole thraugh the roof and es- 
tablished themselves in his attic; whereas 
with me they were quite satisfied to come 
begging for a bit to eat. But now the situa- 


“tion is changed. They no longer can get into 


my nelighbor’s house, but they can stow away 
a prodigious amount of food from my bird- 
feeding self, to the exclusion of the birds. 
So whether a thing is a nuisance or not de- 
pends largely on the point of view. I have 
trapped eleven of these squirrels within ua 
few days, taking them over to a city park 
and giving them thir liberty there. Now 
the birds can find feed in peace. 

But I do not find in my own experience 
certain charges against the gray squirrel sub- 
stantiated. Repeatedly I have had people 
complain that the gray squirrels dig up the 
spring bulbs in their gardens. This com- 
plaint has come to me quite free from the 
middle West. I always have spring bulbs in 
my garden, and never, to my knowledge, has 
a single bulb been dug up.by Happy Jack the 
Gray Squirrel. Perhaps the squirrels around 
my home haven't acquired the taste. Or may 
it not be that there are other supplies of food 
which the squirrels can get easily? 

Again, he has been charged with being 
equally guilty with his small cousin, the Red 
Squirrel, as a destroyer of eggs and nestling 
birds. I don't believe it. That ha will do 
this thing occasionally, when he happens_to 
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run across a nest of young birds and is méat 
hungry, I do not doubt. 
were four nests of robins in the 
front of my house, and the Gray Squirrels 
went up and down those trees daily. Not 
once did they molest these nests. The Hed 
Squirrel, on the other hand, makes a sys- 
tematic business of hunting for nests. 

It all gets back to the thing I repeatedly 
have stressed——-namely, the ind{fviduality of 
animals. They must be studied as individ- 
uals, rather than us a species. 

Dainty Little Whitcfoot. 


Of aW our small neighbors, there is none 
daintier than the white-footed wood mouse, 
also called deer mouse. With the fawn- 
colored coat, big soft eves, big, delicate ears, 
white waistcoat, long tail and white feet, he 
is as dainty a little fellow as wears fur. Nor 
is there one more timid. Winter and sum- 
mer these little mice are active, which is 
well for certain of the larger furred folk and 
feathered folk in the months when snow and 
ice cover the ground. 

So far as man is concerned, Whitefoot is a 
nuisance only in camps and homes closely 
adjacent to woodland. As an economic 
nuisance he in no way compares with the 
meadow or field mouse. He is essentially a 
lover of woods. Sometimes his home ‘is 
underground; sometimes it is in an okd woon- 
necker’s hole in a tree some distance above 
the ground, and sometimes it is in the roofed- 
over nest of a bird. While he is active both 
night and day, he prefers the night. 

A Naturalist’s Question Box. 4 

Charles BR. Pike states that one time hesaw 
in one of the streets of the town on a hot 
summer day hundreds of small toads or frogs 
about a half-inch long. They were in the 
road and on the sidewalks, and even on the 
doorsteps. He wants to know where they 
came from. 

My guess is that there had been a heavy 
shower shortly before he saw those toads, for, 
of course, they were toads, not frogs. They 
were on their way from the water, in which 
they had lived as tadpoles, to the gardens of 
the surrounding country. Because they re- 
quire moisture and are very sensitive to dry- 
ness they move only when the air is moist. 
They had been snugly hidden in all sorts of 
places—under leaves, sticks and stones and 
in erevices, so that they were unobserved 
until the shower came. The first spattering 
drops were the signal for them to be up and 
moving. 

“T have found,” writes a correspondent on 
Long Island, ‘‘some queer cocoons covered 
with tiny sticks. Can you tell me what they 
are?’’ 

You have found the winter home of the 
bag worm moth, dlso called basket worm 
moth.

ANY centuries vefore Christ, a 
M sturdy race had been developed 
in America that was to become 
the highest exponent of ancient culture 
and civilization. Historical researches 
in Mexico and Central America have 
_ proved the existence of a once powertul 
empire in which these people, the 
Mayas, lived in peace for many genera- 
tions. Their empire extended from the 
depths of Yucatan, Tabaso and Chiapas 
to Peten and the northern part of the 
Atlantic coast of Honduras. 

The Spanish Conquistadores, whose 
thirst for power and gold knew no limit, 
fought savagely against the Mayas. The 
once powerful empire was annihilated. 
Its riches became the prey of the ad- 
venturers and little by little the leading 
caste of the Maya disappeared. The 
Mayas of today are the descendants of 
the dullard, lower class, the spirit of 
civilization and culture having been 
ruthlessly destroyed by the Conquista- 
dores when they massacred the leaders 
of the Maya empire. 

The expedition which has now gone 
to Mexico to uncover new ruins and 
which is headed by Dr. Gregory Mason 
and Prof. Herbert J. Spinden reports 
the discovery of ancient cities whose ex- 
istence was never suspected. In the 
lower part of Yucatan, large communi- 
ties have been found where centuries 
ago the Mayas lived happily. But all 
the ruined cities uncovered by this ex- 
pedition and others are deserted ruins. 
No sign of life is to be found in them. 

But there is in that vast expanse of 
jungle an old Maya city still inhabited. 
Nobody has ever reached it. Two young 
Americans who attempted to cross its 
walls years ago never came back. The 
entire country that surrounds the mys- 
terious city is wild and dangerous. It 
is said that the inhabitants of the hid- 
den city are the last descendants of the 
Maya leaders, the priests and the rulers, 
and that they preserve, intact, the 
treasure of science which was theirs 
centuries ago. 

Very often during my visits to some 
Indian tribe in Central America I heard 
the old people talk of the hidden city of 
Iximaya, the grand center. None, how- 
ever, was willing to tell its exact loca- 
tion, but they all agreed that no white 
man could reach it and that it was the 
last bulwark of the Maya race. The 
nearest location that some of the “bru- 
jos” or sorcerers could point was to the 
great valley beyond Santa Cruz del 
Quiche in Guatemal:, near the Mexican 
order. My interest had been aroused 
~ @0 a high degree and I arranged for a 
trip to Quiche. 3 
. We passed the pleasant villages of 


on every side. 


San Cristobal, Chicaman, we crossed the 
river Chixoy on a rope bridge and 
through a magnificent valley to San 
Miguel Uspantan. Everywhere there 
are to be found signs of the importance 
that these sites held in the Maya em- 
pire. Ruined walls and many broken 
aqueducts testify to this prominence. 
The Kings of Quiche used to live accord- 
ing to their ranks and the ruins of that 
locality show. well that they spared 
nothing to emphasize their power. 

After passing Sacapuias we reached 
Santa Cruz del Quiche guarded by hills 
I found a welcome re- 
ception from the “‘cura’’—the priest— 
to whom I had been recommended by a 
mutual friend. This elderly and intelli- 
gent man had a wide knowledge of In- 
dian life and was considered an authori- 
ty on the matter. The next day after 
my arrival he gave me a guide to take 
me to the ruins of Utatlan, three miles 
from Santa Cruz. These ruins have 
often been described in full and special 
mention has been made of the famous 
Altar of Tohil, the great pyramid upon 
which human sacrifices were made by 
the Maya. The walls of the palace of 
the Kings of Quiche still remain, but 
they are in a deplorable condition. 

I returned from Utatlan in the evening 
and found the good priest waiting for 
me to have supper. Excellent frijoles, 
chocolate and pastry tasted like a real 
banquet. After supper we came out to 
the porch of the house and lay down 
in comfortable hammocks. Then I ven- 
tured to ask my venerable friend the 
question that had brought me to Santa 
Cruz del Quiche: “Do you know any- 
thing about a mysterious city called 
Iximaya and which is said to be the last 
bulwark of the Maya civilization ?”’ 


My friend paused for a moment and 
then spoke: “I have lived in this vicinity 
for nearly one-half of a century. Many 
a tale concerning Iximaya has been 
brought to my attention. Yet it is such 
a serious matter that I would not ven- 
ture any opinion on the subject. But I 
will tell you what I know about it. 

“The Mayas always claimed descend- 
ance from the Assyrians, Their. char- 
acters and hieroglyphs are very simi- 
lar. Their division of time and num- 
bers, their equivalents for the principal 
holidays have almost the same roots. 
In the course of time a great cataclysm 
probably separated the American con- 
tinent from Europe and Africa. Thus

“Now, let us talk about Iximaya, 
which means the Grand Center. I will 
tell. you frankly that I have never 
passed the wall of the city. I have 
never been near enough to prove its

existence. Yet I HAVE SEEN IXI- 
MAYA FROM THE SIERRA. 

“Crediting tales brought to me by 
some of the ‘brujos’ who have access 
to the city, Iximaya, is populated by 
the last descendants of the Maya kings. 

“The city is said to be surrounded by 
a wall almost four miles square and it 
has temples and public altars of the 
same type as those to be found in the 
discovered ruins of Peten. The inhabit- 
ants speak the purest Maya idiom and 
they foster the hate of the white race. 
Their priests are known as the Great 
Sons of the Sun, ‘Miabenachs,’ and rule 
the city. Nobody is allowed to leave the 
walls of the Iximaya. And none who 
ever shall dare to cross it would come 
out alive. If you are interested in Ixi- 
maya you can perhaps see it from the 
Sierras if the weather favors you. But 
do not attempt to cross the valley. It 
might be your undoing if you venture 
into the thick forests that surround the 
Hidden City.” 

The complete darkness that sur- 
rounded us on the porch of the cure’s 
house added to the mystery of his con- 
versation. Was there within the reach 
of man, in the midst of Central Ameri- 
can wilderness, a living city, sheltering 
the last descendants of a once powerful 
and domineering race? What a thrill- 
ing adventure to attempt! 

Through the courtesy of my friend I 
was able to secure the services of a good 
Indian guide. This man consented to 
accompany me to the Sierras, providing 


he would not have to go any farther. 


Of course I agreed with his require- 
ments and the next morning found us 


on our way to the Sierra de Santa Cruz. 


We descended first into the valley where 
the river Cahabon runs with its savage 
beauty. Through La Tinta and Senaju 
we found our way to the foot of the 
immense Sierra. Then we started to 
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ascend. By hidden “‘sen- 
deros” pathways, known 
only to the keen eyes of 
an expert guide, little by 
little the Sierra was con- 
quered. We reached the 
summit at an altitude of 
about 12,000 feet about 
noon time. 

The majesty of the 
panorama is beyond de- 
scription. To the north 
the immensity of the 
jungles of British Hon- 
duras. To the east the 
Gulf of Mexico far away 
over the small Gulf of 
Amatique. To the west 
Cohan and its mountains 
of coffee. To the south

“ 4 I noticed a large river 
whose dashing torrent 
was clearly visible with 
the aid of my field 
glasses. 

“That river is the Rio 
de los Lagartos,” said 
the Indian. “It defends

“ Far away wandered 
my sight trying to find 
in the immensity of the 
jungle a sign of life. 
Trees whose age is lost 
in incaleculated time 
dominated the intricacies 

of the forests, a symphony in green 
from the deepest tone to the light shade 
which is found in vegetations subject 
to a tropical sun. 

“Alla, alla,’ said the Indian, pointing 
beyond the river. There went the field 
glasses until I finally found an opening 
between the trees. 

Far away, hidden in impenetrable 
jungles, I distinguished a wall or para- 
pet. It runs almost parallel to the Rio 
delos Lagartos and offers a double pro- 
tection to the Hidden City. Above the 
wall here and there the sight of a tower 
or pyramid was seen clearly. Yet the 
glare of the sun interfered greatly 
with my observations and I decided to 
spend the night on the spot and have a 
better view of things with the rising 
sun. 

The next morning I took advantage of 
one of those glorious sunrises that are 
the privilege of the tropics. Then the 
view was much clearer. The wall was 
to be seen almost with perfection. The 
Rio de los Lagartos running with im- 
petuosity cut like a ribbon of silver at 
the foot of the city’s defense. But no 
sign of life was to be noticed. Iximaya 
must be carefully guarded, if inhabited, 
for not even the usual smoke that 
marks the settlement of an Indian tribe 
was to be seen. Yet, there at the foot 
of the Sierra de Santa Cruz is an ancient 
Maya city that has not been discovered 
by white men. 

Whether inhabited as the Indians 
claim, and they are generally right in 
their assertions, or whether these are 
only the ruins of a former capital of the 
kings of Quiche remains to be solved. 
The immensity of the jungles that di- 
vide the northwestern part of Guate- 
mala from Mexico remain unexplored. 
The Peabody expedition, the splendid 
research work of the Carnegie institu- 
tion, the work of Stevens and of the 
Count the Perigny testify to marvelous 
discoveries of ruins of Maya cities. 
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Groups of Indians in the streets of a Central American city, aboriginal de- 
scendants who are vastly inferior in type to those thought to inhabit the 


Hidden City. 


Yet none of them has ever explored 
that immense region beyond the Sierras 
de Santa Cruz, where is to be found the 
Hidden City, perhaps one of the great- 
est wonders of the ages. It will require 
time, patience and great efforts to reach 
Iximaya. Treacherous fevers and pests, 
the determination of the Indians to have 
their own way, the torrents of the Rio 
de los Lagartos will all be in the way of 
the explorers. 

In his splendid work on “Incidents of 
Travel in Central America and Yucatan” 
John L. Stephens makes mention of 
Iximaya. He says: “On the other side 
of the great traversing range of Cordil- 
leras lies the district of Vera Paz, once 
called Tierra de Guerra, ‘Land of War,’ 
from the warlike character of its in- 
habitants. Three times the Spaniards 
were driven back in their attempt to 
conquer it. 

“Las Casa, vicar of the Dominican 
convent in the City of Guatemala, 
mourning over the bloodshed caused by 
what was called ‘converting Indians to 
Christianity,’ advocated the preaching 
of the gospel as the only means of con- 
verting the Indians and he said to use 
force was to prevent the accomplishing 
of his design. 

“Las Casa was laughed at, ridiculed 
and sneeringly advised to put his theory 
into practice. Undisturbed by mockery 
he accepted the proposal, choosing as 
the field of his operations the uncon- 
querable district called ‘Tierra de Guer- 
ra’ and made arrangements that no 
Spaniard should be permitted to reside 
in that country for five years. This 
agreed upon, the Dominicans composed 
some hymns in the Quiche language, de- 
scribing the creation of the world, the 
fall of Adam, the redemption of man- 
kind and the principal mysteries of 
the life, passion and death of the Sav- 
iour. 

“These hymns were learned by In- 
dians who traded with the Quinches and 
&@ principal cacique of the country after- 
ward called Don Juan, having heard 
them sung, asked those who repeated 
them to explain in detail the meaning of 
things so new to him. The Indians ex- 
cused themselves saying that they could 
only be explained by the fathers who 
had taught them. The cacique sent one 
of his brothers with many presents to 
entreat that they would come and make 
him acquainted with what was contain- 
ed in the songs of the Indian merchants. 

“A single Dominican friar returned 
with the ambassador, and the cacique 
having been made to comprehend the 
mysteries of the new faith burned his 
idols and preached Christianity to his 
subjects. Las Casas and another asso- 
ciate followed, and like the apostles of 
old without scrip or staff, effected what 
Spanish arms could not, bringing a por- 


tion of the land of war to the Christian 
faith. 


“The rest of the Tierra de Guerra was 
never conquered, and at this day, the 
northeastern section bounded by the 
range of the Cordilleras and the state 
of Chiapas is occupied by Candones or 
unbaptized Indians who live as their 
fathers did, acknowledg- 
ing no submission to the 
Spaniards, and the gov- 
ernment does not pre-. 
tend to exercise any con- 
trol over them. This is 
the section where Ixi- 


maya is located. 
“But the thing that 
roused us was the as- 


iz 


sertion that tour days on the road to 
Mexico, on the west side of the Great 
Sierra, was a living city, large and popu- 
lous, occupied by Indians in precisely 
the same state as before the discovery 
of America. The padre had heard of it 
many years before at the village of 
Chajul and was told by the villagers that 
trom the topmost ridge of the Sierra the 
city was distinctly visible. He was then 
young, and with much labor climbed to 
the summit of the Sierra from which at 
a height of ten or twelve thousand feet 
he looked over an immense plain extend- 
ing to Yucatan and the gulf of Mexico 
and he saw at a great distance a large 
city spread over a great space and with 
turrets white and glittering in the sun. 
The traditionary account of the Indians 
of Chajul is that no white man has ever 
reached the city, that the inhabitants 
speak the Maya language, are aware 
that a race of strangers has conquered 
the whole country around and they mur- 
der any white man who attempts to en- 
ter their territory. 


“One look at that city was worth ten 
years of an everyday life. If he is right, 
a place is left where Indians and an In- 
dian city exist as Cortez and Alvarado 
found them; there are living men who 
can solve the mystery that hangs over 
the ruined cities of Central America, 
perhaps who can go to Copan and read 
the inscriptions on its monuments. 

“Can it be true? I do verily believe 
there is much ground to suppose that 
what the padre told us is authentic. 
That the region referred to does not ac- 
knowledge the government of Guatema- 
la, has never been explored and that no 
white man ever pretends to enter it, 1 
am satisfied. No man, even if willing 
to imperil his life, could undertake the 
enterprise with any hope of success 
without hovering for one or two years 
on the border of the country studying 
the language and character of the In- 
dians and making acquaintances with 
some of the natives. Five hundred men 
could probably march directly to the city 
and the invasion would seem justifiable. 
As for ourselves, to attempt it alone,

Thus the great traveler Stephen 
acknowledges the existence of the mys- 
terious city of Iximaya. He was near 
it, he heard the account of a trip to the 
Sierra from where the city could be 
seen. His faith in Iximaya was strong 
and based on personal observations. 

Furthermore, a white man, Pedro 
Velasquez, of San Salvador, refers to an 
expedition to Iximaya and tells of its 
wonders. To prove beyond a shadow ot 
doubt that he was there, he managed to 
bring back with him two Maya children 
which caused a sensation in scientific 
circles. ~ 

Velasquez made a diary of the expedi- 
tion and its most important parts are as 
follows: “Recovered the body of Sebas- 
tian and the load of his mule. Huis 
brother is building a cross for his grave 
and will not leave it until famished with 
thirst and hunger. All too exhausted to 
think of leaving this our first encamp- 
nent since we descended. Present ele- 
vation but little above that of the op- 
posite ridge which we left on the 11th. 
Still, at least 3,000 feet to climb.” 

On the 19th, 4 p. m., he records: “My- 
self, Mr. Hammond and Antonio are on 
the highest summit and it is a plain of 
bare rock of about fifteen acres. The 
padre again right. Mr. Huertis and 
others just discernible but bravely com- 
ing on. Elevation 7,500 feet. Com- 
pletely in the clouds and all the coun- 
try below us invisible.” 

At -10 o’clock the same night he 
writes: “All comfortable asleep but my- 
self and Mr. Hammond who is going to 
take the latitude.’”’” Then follows, “He 
finds the latitude 15 degrees and 48 
minutes north.’”’ Opposite this, in the 
margin is written: “The main result of 
three observations of different stars 
prompts our taking a longitude tomor- 
row.” Next day, he says: “A bright 
and most auspicious morning and all 
but poor Antonio’s fine health is failing.

At 2 o’clock he says: “All doubt is at 
an end. We have seen it through the 
glasses as distinctly as though it were 
only a few leagues off, and it is now 
clear and bright to the unaided eye. It 
is unquestionably a richly monumented 
city of vast dimensions, within lofty 
parapeted walls, three or four miles 
square, inclined inward in the Egyptian 
style, and its interior domes and tur- 
rets have an emphatically Oriental] de- 
sign and aspect. I should judge it to be 
not more than 25 leagues from Ocosingo 
to the eastward and nearly in the same 
latitude and this would probably be the 
best point from which to 
traveling directly to the east. 

“That it is still an inhabited place is 
evident. It must be a pagan stronghold

After days of march in the 
deadly jungles the expedition 
was near Iximaya. The Valas- 
quez diary says: “The walls 
of this metropolis were 60 feet 
high, sloping inward from the 

' foundation, surmounted by a 
parapet which overhung in 2 
concave curve and rested upon 
plain molding. They were evi- 
dently a massive work of a re- 
mote period for although con- 
structed of large blocks of 
granite stone, white and glit- 
tering in the sun, passing ages 
had corroded rough crevices 
between the layers, and the 
once perfect cornices had be- 
come indented by the tooth of 
time. The sculptured annals 
of the city record its being, 
4,000 years old. They formed 
a parallelogram 4 miles long 
and 3 miles in width, thus in- 
closing an area of nearly 12 
square miles, and they breast- 
ed the cardinal points of the 
horizon with a single gate or 
propylon on every side. The 
foundations of the walls were 
laid in a deep foss or moat 100 
feet wide nearly full to its 
brink and abundant with water 
fowl. It was replenished from 
‘the mountains and discharged 
its surplus water into the 
lakes of the valley.” 

Of the inhabitants of the hid- 
den . city, Velasquez says: 
“While the leaders seemed to 
be intently scrutinizing every 
individual of our company as 
Jf silently debating the policy 
of an immediate attack, one of 
the Maya Indians of whom | 
had been learning the dialect 
stepped forward and informed 
us that they were a detachment 
of rural guards, a very numer- 
ous military force which had 
been appointed from time im- 
memorial or, at least, from the 
time of the Spanish invasion to 


Cen- 
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hunt down and capture all strangers of 
foreign race that should be found with- 
in a circle of twelve league of the city, 
and he repeated the statement made to 
us from the beginning, that no white 
man had hitherto eluded their vigilance 
or left their city alive. He said there 
was a tradition that many of the prison- 
ers of Alvarado’s army had been cut off 
in this manner and never heard of 
more, while their skulls and weapons are 
to this day suspended around the altars 
of the gods.”’ 

After many episodes, Velasquez man- 
aged to leave Iximaya alive, taking with 
him two children. His companions, 
Messrs. Hammond and Huertis, were 
killed by the Indians. In his memoirs 
Pedro Velasquez gives full description 
of these children. The boy was called 
Maximo and was seventeen years old, 
measuring 34 inches in height. The 
girl, Bartola, was eleven years old, and 
her height was 30 inches. They were 
pure descendants of the _ sacerdotal 
caste of the Maya and they were pre- 
sented at the Ethnological society in 
London by Sir B. Brodi, president of the 
society. Medical celebrities viewed 
these rare specimens and even H. R. H. 


Prince Albert took an interest in the 


matter. In this guise, Pedro Velasquez 


brought the best proofs of the existence 
of the mysterious city of Iximaya and 
in his diary is to be found the most au- 
thentic and detailed description of the 
hidden city so far available. 

The last descendants of the glorious 
Mayas are possibly alive in the hidden 
city of Iximaya. The mysterious disap- 
pearance of some of the “brujos” or 


sorcerers at certain periods of the year 


could possibly be traced to their going 
back to that city to receive further in- 
struction from the leaders. The spirit 
of independence is still alive in many 
tribes in Central America and the high- 
er caste of Indians do not pay any tri- 
butes to the domination of the white 
man. 

It is true that Iximaya will not be 
reached easily. It is defended by na- 
ture’s greatest bulwarks, jungles where 


fever is rampant, torrents that nobody | 


could cross, wild beasts that prey upon 
the traveler. Great hardships, many 
lives, a tremendous effort will be re- 
quired to reach Iximaya, the keystone 
of Maya civilization. 


But at the end what glorv and what 
advancement for science! What treas- 
ures of civilization can be unearthed by 
reaching Iximaya! And if the last of 
the Maya Indian kings and priests are 
to be found in the mysterious city, the 
final solution to the Maya alphabet and 
numerals could be obtained.

That day the last descendants 
of the great Montezuma will deliver to 
modern civilization the key to the mys- 
tery of time.

OW many musicians there are in the 
world! But with all their grandeur 


and display they can not sound a 

more musical note than the humble 
insect which the entomologist would cherish 
and which they, in their ignorance, would 
crush. What a Godsend, however, it is to us 
that the croton bug does not sing a song! To 
such as will listen the music of the insect 
world is ever in the field, but never more so 
than when day draws nigh its close and dusk 
casts its robe over all the land. Then, the 
insect-band may be heard, and far into the 
night the medley of music is to be met, here. 
there and everywhere. 

Here we have a musk-beetle with her long 
knotty feelers crawling along the soft bark 
of a willow tree. The high tone of her chirp- 
ing falls instantly upon the ear, and it does 
not need any musician to determine that the 
musk beetle is singing without the compass 
of the human voice, and far and away beyond 
organ range. To her we look, and not in 
vain, for the highest note in the whole con- 
cert of nature—the four stroke treble D. as 
some are pleased to term it. But the moss 
beetle is humming, too, and the difference is 
as the difference between the treble and bass. 
For, in staff notation the range between moss 
beetle and musk beetle is three octaves and 
a quarter. What acompass! What a range! 
No less than that existing between the deep- 
est note of choral bass and highest soprano. 

But how do insects produce their music? 
We and the higher animals have lungs—the 
windbag; the windpipe—the blowpipe; the 
larynx—the real tone-producing instrument, 
and finally the throat and mouth. But do 
insects possess all these? The answer is 
simply this: No insects have what in their 
proper sense of the word we would call a 
voice. They probably produce their tones as 
does the bee by merely moving its wings. 

Every child knows the musician, the green 
dweller in the meadows, the grasshopper. It 
has been compared with a fiddler, and it car- 
ries its instruments upon its thighs, and 
there, as though it were some ’cellist of re- 
nown, plays grandly on it. Examine its 
thigh-vein under a microscope and enlarge it 
a hundredfold, and we can see its remark- 
able cell formation, and admire the small 
teeth imbedded in it that cover a portion of 
the vein. These little teeth are not much 
longer than a hair is thick, but there are 80 
or 90 of them on the vein; and, combined, 
they form what we may call the little fiddler’s 
bow. And for strings we find a special vein 
on either wing, flat and without teeth; and 
whenever our little green friend feels musi- 
cal, he draws his bow rapidly up and down 


over these strings and then we hear the well- -

known raspy tones which serve to remind us 
of a bow drawn loosely across a violin. The 
tone thus emitted, strengthened by the ac- 
tion and vibration of the wings, is of chang- 
ing pitch, exactly like our voices, which vary 
in different individuals. We hear the first 
fiddle as it were, and then passing through 
the numbers of the string quartet we come 
at last to the sonorous double bass; and 
Master Handel seems to have borne his little 
friends in mind when in his grand oratorio, 
“Israel in Egypt,’’ he undertook to describe 
the noise of the swarm of locusts which, as 
the seventh plague of Egypt, spread over the 
Nile lands of the Old Testament and devour- 
ed every herb of the soil, together with the 
fruit, and the leaves of the trees. (Ex. x. 12).

HILE my own investigations on this sub- 


ject were made some 390 years or more 
ago. I did not see any treatment of it in 
print until last October, when Mr. R. E. 
Snodgrass, of the United States bureau of 
entomology, issued an interesting monograph 
in which he explained that the sounds and 
notes of insects are stridulations, chirpings 
and creakings, and that insects do not sing 
-—-their music being of the instrumental va- 
riety. 

His views are that a few of the grasshop- 
pers make sounds that are, perhaps, music 
to their own ears, but grasshoppers as a 
class’ are not musical, and their habits sel- 
dom beget much in the way of an artistic 
attainment. There is one unpretentious little 
brown variety of grasshopper which, accord- 
ing to Scudder, repeats ten or twelve times 
in three seconds notes that resemble tsik- 
tsik-tsik. This specimen is a fiddler that 
plays two instruments at one time; his front 
wings are his fiddles and his hind legs are 
the bows. Another species of grasshopper 
emits a cracking sound which is produced 
by the wings alone. 


The instruments played by the katydid 
are quite different from those of the grass- 
hopper, and are played on the overlapping 
bases of the front wings. When the katydid 
plays a tune it always folds its wings in 
such a way that’ the left overlaps the right. 
Thus placed the file of the left wing lies upon 
When the insect 
moves the wing sideways, the file grates on 
the ridge or.scraper and creates a rasping 
sound. In this manner the Katydid produces 
its musical notes. 

But the music of the katydid is not always 


the same. At Amherst in Massachusetts and 


in the vicinity of Wallingford in Connecti- 
cut, katydids produce two sounds rather than 
three, and these, Mr. Snodgrass has noted, 


approximate to squay-wak, the second sound ~ 


being longer than the first. This differs from 
those that produce katy, the first syllable 


( 
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being longer in the latter. 
first utter three sounds; then the series be- 
comes squay-Wwa-wak. To who think 
¢bout it, it is somewhat striking that insects 
that produce this sound should have been 
given the name katydid, and yet they be- 
long to the same tribe as those that produce 
their name sound. 

The music of the katydid is known to al- 
most every native American, but few are fu- 
miliar with the musician himself for the 
simple reason that his studio is situated in 
the tops of the tallest trees, and there is his 
home, his stage and his world. 

i hc arrangement for producing such tones 

as the grasshoppers emit is found in 
a similar and somewhat modified form in 
various other insects. Wholly different, how- 
ever, is another type of tone-apparatus with 
which several insects are provided; insects 
whose music is of the vocal order rather} 
than the instrumental, and that, in their 
chirpings resemble the birds, and remind us 
involuntarily of their singing voices, Leu 
us examine these in their most perfect form, 
and to do so*we must first take that tender- 
winged creature, which in thousands of va- 
rieties inhabits the meadows, pet child of 
poets and singers——the cricket. 

Among these the males only are singers, 
and for this very reason do the ancieni 
Greek poets esteem crickets happy, because 
their mates are dumb. Among the ancients a 
cricket set upon a harp was the symbol of 
music: and a well-known and beautiful fable, 
handed down from them, tells of a competi- 
tion between two expert instrumentalists, in 
which the palm of victory was awarded to 
the player who,. when one of his strings had 
broken, was aided by a singing cricket that 
perched upon his harp. The Greeks, indeed, 
were so charmed with, and soothed by these 
singers of the field, that it was their custom 
to confine them in small cages so that they 
might be lulled to sleep by their music, and 
they set themselves to discover the true 
secret of their marvellous singing apparatus. 

The German naturalist, Herman Landois, 
who, with infinite love and astonishing skill 
had penetrated the domain of animal sounds, 
was the first to give a satisfactory explana- 
tion of a veritable wonder in the field of 
nature. The tone of the cricket, as he dise 
covered, results from air circulating in 
its stomach, which is traversed by @ 
system of peculiar pipes called trachea, 
These have their mouths ac different parte 
of the surface of the body, and through 
them convey the musie which is so pleasing 
to the lovers of nature.

As to the exact hour, minute and second, 
latitude and longitude when Mrs. Rose dis- 
covered that her child was marked with 
genius, she can’t say. Yet she is sure that the 
solemnity of Gretty in the cradle portended 
something unusual in the Rose family. When 
a hazel-eyed baby of 4 looks at her elders 
critically and seems to conclude something 
dubious it is a tune to dance to. And the 
Rose family danced. When Baby Gretty look- 
ed that way, they tried in every way to make 
up for their inadequacy. 

With all the charges against genius, mothers 
of this species seldom have to-se straps 
or the hairbrush. The gifted little darlings 
don’t waste precious time in mischief, and, 
true to type, Gretchen Rose busied her tiny 
digits with practical things instead of pranks. 

Gretty’s first meMorable accomplishment 
was during a Christmas season eight years 
ago, her parents recall. Little Gretty secreted 
herself every afternoon for several weeks be- 
fore the night to hang up the stockings. On 
Christmas eve she came out with an apron 
full of gifts for all the family. Her patient 
and skilled little hands had been very indus- 
trous. Chief of the treasures was a pin 
cushion which all the relatives agreed only 
a genius could fashion.. Many a child has 
wrought a pin cushion ‘that was only a pin 
cushion, but this was a true work of art. It 
showed Gretty’s constant insistence on per- 
fection, and she has since quite consistently 
lived up to the old theory that to do the one 
thing well is to do all things well.

But how do infant geniuses behave at 
home? How are they different from just nor- 
mal, oatmeal-eating, smudgy-faced children 
who never aspire to anything more accom- 
plished than taking the insides out of a 
clock?

Musicians of Fields and Meadows 
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is the breathing apparatus which in _ the 
cricket takes the place of the lungs in man. 
These air holes are not quite open, having 
only a narrow slit through which the air 
passes in and out. This slit is formed of two 
skins, tightly drawn, which as soon as air 
passes through start in motion. The two 
skins, therefore, fulfill Ahe same purpose as 


the voice apparatus in man; and they lie 
over a large hollow in which a folded skin 
is drawn over a hard ring after the fashion 
of a drum, and which, as soon as the voice- 
bands begin to vibrate, starts into motion 
itself and acts as a sounding apparatus. It 
is certainly no mere figure of speech to refer 
to the cricket’s shrill and often piercing 
sounds as the products of a voice. 

The organs of the musical crickets reseim- 
ble those of the katydid, but most of them 
reverse the process of the katydids, keeping 
the right wing on the top, and using the file 
of this wing and the scraper of the left. 

A near relative of this little vocalist is the 
caterpillar that, practically dormant, lives 
underground for not less than 17 years be- 
fore it attains full maturity. During this time 
the larvae become so thick and fat that it is 
not surprising man should hit upon the idea 
of utilizing them for soap. This soap comes 
from the insect which bears the character- 
istic name of cicada septemdecim or 17-year 
locust. Its extraordinary chirp was heard on 
board the Beagle when Darwin made his 
voyage ardund the world. The singing is 
described as excruciatingly horrible. Com- 
mencing with a shrill and high-pitched note, 
the insect immediately descends chromati- 
cally and as rapidly ascends, producing a 
weird sound with a glissando effect.

HE cicadas produce their music back of 
the base.of each hind wing, where they 


have an oval membrane like a drumhead,, 


which is set in the solid rim of the body wall. 
When the cicada wishes to play a tune, it 
sets the drumheads in vibration by exerting 


~~ ba pair of strong muscles attached to them 


inside the body. The whole abdomen of the 
cicada is virtually a drum. 


In the greater number of music-making 
insects there is no particular arrangement 
for producing the sounds. They combine the 
useful with the agreeable, and the same 
wings that carry them through the air also 
produce the music they create. Musical 
sounds produced by flying insects as the 
darning needle or flying cockroach vary very 
much in the different species of insects. The 
wings of the bees, for instance, move 440 
times a second, and it is interesting to com- 
pare these vibrations with those that figure 
as the vibrations of standard modern pitch. 
If the note of the bee is regarded as a funda- 
mental tone, then we may find the singer 
of 4-foot tone in the female of the earth 
beetle, whose wings move no less than 870 
times per second and whose music is conse- 
quently an octave higher in pitch. Marcy, 
who was able to photograph the flight of a 
bird, discovered an ingenious method by 
means of which he could determifie the num- 
ber of vibrations of the wings of insects. He 
fastened a fly so that the outermost point 
of its wing touched a cylinder covered with 
lampblack, that could be turned on its axis 
by means of a clockwork device. Every 
movement of the wing made a slight but 
sufficiently distinct mark and in this way 
Marcy determined that the fly moved its 
wings 330 times a second faster than any 
tongue can clack. 

When on a summer evening we sit by a 
lighted lamp, how often do we hear a slight 
buzzing which increases in tone as nearer 
and nearer comes a big horsefly which, to 
its great delight and our intense discomfort, 
finally alights on nose or head or starts 
buzzing around the lamp until perhaps it 
singes its wings.

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directed the war in the West in which Grant 
had taken Forts Henry and Donalson and 
won the field of Shiloh, might be called to 
Washington as commander-in-chief of the 
armies of the United States. He advised 
President Lincoln and Stanton, who was Sec- 
retary of War. 

O one questions his brilliant record in the 


West as no one doubts his failure in his 
new position. The country saw in the next 
ten months after his appointment five changes 
in the command of the Army of Virginia, 
whose object still was to reach Richmond. 
Pope lost the second battle of Bull Run, Mc- 
Clellan again in command failed to follow up 
his victory at Antietem, Burnside was little 
more than a plaything in the hands of Lee 
at Fredericksburg, and Hooker incapacitated 
for service at Chancellorsville let his valiant 
army of veteran troops meet an overwhelming 
defeat and saw them retreat in nothing less 
than a panic. 

It was a bleak record of failure, of loss, of 
something that bordered on despair.. The 
Southern forces, under Lee, were being weld- 
ed into a seemingly unconquerable army un- 
der the capable generals Jackson, Longstreet, 
Ewell, Hill, and Stuart. Lee was a master in 
his art. He realized that in this constant 
change of command in the generals against 
whom he ‘must marshal his forces was an 
error that robbed his opponent of the oppor- 
tunity of studying the tactics of the enemy. 
Moreover, Lee read the Northern papers, saw 
the growing discouragement there, and de- 
cided to lay aside defense for offense. He 
would invade the soil of the enemy, strike a 
smashing blow on their own territory, 
frighten the bankers so that the Federal gov- 
ernment would have serious difficulty in 
financing the war, and then see the Con- 
federacy in a position to dictate its own terms 
which would be the recognition of their in- 
dependence under their own flag. With such 
a victory, aid would be forthcoming from

both France and England. It was a feasible 
plan conceived by the greatest military genius 
of the age, states Sir Frederick Maurice in his 
“Robert E. Lee,” a splendidly unbiased ac- 
count of that gallant soldier and Christian 
gentleman, 

For two years the Federal forces in Vir- 
ginia had been unable to maintain a position 
south of the Rappahannock, a thousand men 
and many officers were leaving the army a 
week, draft riots attended enlistment, and it 
was increasingly difficult for the government 
to borrow enough money to keep the men 
in the field. 

If ever the time was opportune to strike 
the North an overwhelming blow it was in 
the early months of 1863. So Lee prepared 
to move his veterans into Pennsylvania. 

Lincoln was distressed over the futile 
change of commanders. His need was for a 
master mind to overthrow the genius that 
directed the Southern forces in Virginia. As 
Lincoln saw the victorious veterans of Lee, 
buoyant with the enthusiasm of their success 
on the field of Chanccllorsville (attended with 
& loss whose full measure was to be felt at 
Gettysburg * * * the loss of Stonewall Jack- 
son) pour into Pennsylvania, while his own 
shattered army under Hooker, who stood in 
markéd disfavor with Halleck, followed that 
magnificent army to keep Washington and 
Baltimore covered from the enemy, he cried 
out: ‘‘How much depends in military matters 
on one master mind.” For many: centuries 
history had recorded that same cry. 

And yet it was not to be a master mind 
that was to save the Union, for fate has the 
unvarying habit of holding the balance, and 
fate can overthrow a master mind as easily as 
she overcomes a mediocre one. Without bit- 
terness Lee remarked after his military ca- 
reer was at an end that he had no luck. If 
any event illustrated that fact Gettysburg of 
a certainty did. 

The Union was to be preserved by the dual 
success of Gettysburg and Vicksburg and 
their generals were to ride out of their own 
obscurity into the ranks of leaders, yet Meade

OOKER moved his forces after Lee with a 


certain unquestioned skill and because of 
that and his favor with Lincoln, he was re- 
tained in command. He knew that 10,000 in- 
active Federal troops had moved out of the 
path of Lee as that leader: passed through 
Harpers Ferry. He asked Halleck to assign 
these much-needed fresh divisions to his 
shaken forces. Halleck abruptly refused the 
request, and Hooker just as abruptly tendered 
his resignation from command. It was al- 
most immediately accepted. 

And yet the authorities must have known 
that a tremendous engagement, a kind of 
death grapple, between the two armies was 
imminent. The change of generals was ‘‘a 
brave false deed bravely wrought,’’ and was 
to prove the wisdom that sometimes lies in 
rashness. The choice of a new leader fell 
upon Meade, only after Reynolds and Couch 
had both been sounded out for the new com- 
mand. 
efforts in the field would be brought to naught 
by supervision from Washington. Little did 
they know that that gallant cavalryman, Jeb 
Stuart, was to swing around the Union forces 
and cut all communication with the Capital, 
for once making valid the promise of nonin- 
terference from the city on the Potomac. 

Meade came unassisted to his new high 
command save for the immediate loyalty of 
his generals, for he received from Hooker no 
plan of campaign. He did receive the 10,000 
men, however, that had been refused to 
Hooker. A conference with his officers fur- 
nished knowledge of the army as a unit with 
its equipment, and the unvarying need for 
shoes by the Confederates determined the epic 
ree eat known as the battle of Gettys- 

urg. 

Lee had given permission to Stuart to swing 
far out from his lines to reconnoiter, for that 
singing cavalryman was always the eyes of his 
commander. Unfortunately for Lee, Stuart 
lost all connect))n with the army until the 
battle was well Xnder way. Lee’s men lay 
just a little north of the town of Gettysburg 
while Meade’s fortes were a little to the 
south. 

Maj. Gen. Buford guarded the approaches 
to the town from the north. When Petti- 
grew of Hill’s corps attempted to enter Gettys- 
burg in the hope of laying a requisition of 
shoes on the town, he withdrew because he 
overestimated the number of men under Bu- 
ford. His plan was to attack on the morrow. 
His withdrawal had occurred on June 30. 

After the battle of Chancellorsville, Lee 
had thoroughly reorganized his veteran army 
dividing it into three corps, under the com- 
mands of Longstreet, Ewell, and Hill, each 
corps being capable of acting as a complete 
army, or as a unit in the component army. 

When Lee learned of the position of the 
Union forces at Frederick City, he gradually 
recalled his divisions from their advanced 
positions to the north, the concentration of 
his men reacting in a counter concentration 
of the troops of Meade. As-:Gettysburg lay 
between the two armies,. it became without 
plan on either side the inevitable field of 
conflict. ; . 

Gen. Buford had determined to hold the 
Confederates in check on July 1 should they 
attempt to enter Gettysburg, and this plan 
resulted in a sharp engagement. Meade had 
sent Reynolds forward to take command at 
this point, and he rode into the heavy fight- 
ing. Shortly after his arrival, he was shot 
and killed, bringing an irreparable loss to 
the Union side. He was a skilled general 
and he was the eyes, ears, and brain of Meade 
in places where that commander could not 
be.

for Meade attempted to secure the best 
location for his men as Lee struggled to place 
his men at points of vantage. This dual con- 
centration resulted in the Union forces seizing 
the convex line of Cemetery hill and Round 
Top as the Confederates took over the con- 
cave line of the opposing height known as 
Seminary ridge. 

An open valley lay between across which 
was to be made the most dramatic effort of 
the whole war, made bravely but futilely, as 
futilely as the charge of the Light Brigade, 
and as memorable. 

About midnight of the first day of the battle 
Meade rode into the lines along Cemetery hill. 
By the afternoon of July 2, practically all the 
forces of the opposing sides were in posi- 
tion, Lee’s 70,000 facing Meade’s 93,000. 

It will be remembered that Lee was out of 
touch with Stuart and therefore lacked the 
information that Stuart always furnished re- 
garding the numbers of the enemy, their po- 
sition, &c. 

Longstreet urged Lee to swing around 
Meade’s left and thus endanger Washington, 
but Lee unassisted by Stuart, dared not do 
this. He replied in his usual brief, direct 
manner: “The enemy is there and I am going 
to attack him.”’ 

Whether this incident was responsible for 
Longstreet’s act, which, without a doubt, cost 
Lee the battle, is a matter of conjecture, but 
Longstreet was ordered to move his right 
wing in an effort to envelop the Union left, 
while Johnston was to attack the enemy’s 
right when he heard Longstreet’s guns on the 
left. When actually engaged in fighting Long- 
street was a marvel in efficiency, but he was 
a great delayer and headstrong in his opin- 
ions. 

Meade’s left was an especially vulnerable 
point, for Buford’s cavalry had been with- 
drawn and none had been sent to take its 
place. Lee waited and still waited the hours 
dragging into late afternoon before Long- 
street got into action, his delay holding back 
Johnston, whose movement was dependent 
upon the sound of guns on the left. 

Moreover, Gen. Sickles had placed his men 
in an exposed position, which formed a salient 
toward the enemy. Meade learned of this 
but sent word to him that he would have to 
stand his ground, for no aid could be sent 
to him under the. heavy bombardment from 
the Confederate guns. 

It was terrific fighting with the tremendous 
loss of 20,000 men for the Union side. When 
all was said the second day of the battle, like 
the first, was favorable to the South. That 
this was felt by Meade is shown in the fact 
that at midnight of July 2 he called a con- 
ference of his generals in which it was de- 
cided to fight the enemy in the same place on 
the following day.

T is difficult to find criticism for the almost 


faultless conduct of war by Lee, but surely 
he merited some blame for his too great pati- 
ence with the belated movements of Long- 
street. After the war, Lee said to a friend: 
‘“‘Had I had Stonewall Jackson at Gettysburg, 
I should have won that battle.’”’” Many mili- 
tary experts are of that same opinion. 

Although the advantage lay with the South- 
ern forces during the first two days’ struggle, 
yet it must be admitted that the Union lines 
still held their well-fortified position on Ceme- 
tery hill and on Round Top. Meade predicted 
that on July 3 Lee would attack his center. 
It was an astute deduction. 

When Longstreet was directed to take 
charge of this attack, he cried out: ‘‘Great 
Look, Gen. Lee, at the insurmountable 
difficulties between our line and that of the 

* * * the steep hills, the tiers of 
the fences, the heavy skirmish 


The only reply was the wonted calm one: 
“The enemy is there, Gen. Longstreet, and I 
am going to strike him.”

It’s certainly good news to the amateur 
seamstress that we don’t need to ‘‘match”’ 
from our heads to our heels this season—that 
we may compine two, or even three, colors or 
shades of color and be all the smarter for the 
combination.

Their lines were 
raked by a withering fire, but as fast as the 
men fell the lines closed up and moved al- 
ways forward. 


A possible hundred men led by Armistead 
actually scaled the heights, cut down the 
gunners there, and planted their flag for one 
little hour on that lofty eminence. It was a 
magnificent display of valor, but soon their 
lines were forced down and back, a bare third 
of the gallant 15,000 reaching the lines of 
Lee again. 

In their defeat was the loss of the battle, 
and in the loss of the battle was the end of 
the Confederacy and the triumph of the 
Union. There must needs be more fighting, 
a twelve-month more of struggle, yet the 
doom of the South was sounded at Gettys- 
burg. 

On July 4, both armies were engaged in 
caring for their wounded and in burying their 
dead. On the evening of that day of rain, 
Lee slipped away into Virginia in ordered, 
disciplined retreat, assuming himself the 
blame for the loss of the battle. Hopes of 
aid from Europe were spent in futility, and 
Lee must have carried a heavy heart, to whose 
sorrow was to be added the knowledge of 
Grant’s victory over Pemberton at Vicksburg

on the very day of his retreat from Gettys- 
burg. 

Yet Lee was to accomplish marvelous 
things in the year that followed that disaster. 
He was to reveal a generalship second to none 
in his age, though he worked with a con- 
stantly dwindling army and with money and 
supplies fast reaching the vanishing point. 

Lincoln's rejoicing in the two great events 
that fell on the natal day of the Union of the 
republic was disturbed by the failure of 
Meade to capture Lee bag and baggage after 
Gettysburg. He could have done it, and the 
capture would have ended the war. Lincoln 
cried out in his distress: ‘‘We had them in our 
grasp; we had only to stretch forth our hands 
and they were ours!”’ 

With marked caution Meade followed after 
Lee, but he dared not attack him. When Gen. 
Grant was made commander of the Union 
armies he left Meade in nominal command 
of the Army of the Potomac, for he admired 
what the man had done, and trusted that fur- 
ther service of value would be given by him. 
So Meade went with Grant through the Wild- 
erness campaign and on to Appomattox, and 
to peace after, war. 

That companionship in arms for the Union 
cause is preserved for all time now in the 
ageless loyalty of bronze and marble in me- 
morials that stand within the very shadow 
of the dome of the Capitol, the symbol of that 
government they so valiantly preserved. The 
two memorials are somehow inseparable, each 
complementing the other, and each revealing 
the service of leaders whose efforts once more 
unfurled the flag once loved by all the States 
over a united country. Through the ages 
these bronze and marble memorials will be 
vocal with the immortal deed of preserving 
the Union. 


| Five Things That Make a Violin | 


pci. 


‘New wood and new violins are like un- 
ripened fruit,’’ says Joseph Primavera, who 
has a reputation for making fine violins. 
“Old maple and spruce, for the backs and 
bellies, respectively, are the kinds from 


which we make violins. Sometimes apple or 
pear are substituted for maple. Seasoned 
wood may be put into the violins without 
danger of any swelling or shrinking, which 
would ruin the instrument. It will become 
lustrous, and its fibers will ripen to the 
tones which only years of seasoning can 
bring to the wooden box. 

“Of course, One must know the wood. Not 
all old stuff is good. I expected to get some 
from old Steinway hall, which they were 
razing in New York. I looked for some 
among the old buildings that they tore down 
in order to make way for the Delaware river 
bridge in Philadelphia, but I-found nothing 
good. The maple should have the grains and 
colors that give beauty. There is blue, white, 
dark veined, tiger skin, double striped, bird’s- 
eye, cross-slab, figured and ‘in-and-out’ 
grained maple. We cut it. to the graceful 
shape of the violin, cover it with coats of 
varnish very slowly and very carefully, and 
you see the wood’s natural beauty through 
a mysterious ‘enlarging glass.’ ’’ 

Mr. Primavera was willing to pay $20 for 
an old maple board for very much the same 
reason that a man with the necessary for- 
tune is willing to pay as much as $656,000 
for a Stradivarius. 

‘Better violins than the Stradivarius are 
being made today,’’ he said, “but they can 
not be made so old. Only the centuries can 
do that!’’ 

One of the secrets of the young Philadel- 
phian’s success is that he builds in such a 
way that his violins will outlast the years 
and their tones become rich with théinflu- 
ence of age and use, even as those of An- 
tonio Stradivari. 

“Five things distinguished the best vio- 
lins,”” he said, “and only one of them can 
not be obtained - That one is age. It 


takes at least 100 years to produce the mel- 
lower sort of violin. The other four things 
are—materials, outline, workmanship and 
varnish. There is nothing to prevent al! 
these from being as good as in a Stradi- 
varius, an Amati, a Guarnerius or a De Salo. 
the first violins of the present type that 
were made back there in Cremonia in the 
sixteenth, seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies.’-—-From Everybody's Magazine.

stead experiments Was so great that in Eng- 
land the Indian board of control extended it 
to all India with its 50.000,000 people. 

Speaking of this feat, a contemporary 
wrote: ‘‘I knew Mr. Law when he was in- 
ferior to no man in eminence and power. 
the third or fourth in degree in a great em- 
pire. He brought about a revolution, the in- 
fluence of which now extends to 120,000,- 
0009 of people, as greai in its moral and poli- 
tical influence as the extinction of the feudal 
system.’’ 

We can imagine the interest aroused by 
Thomas Law when fresh from these Indian 
triumphs he came to America in 1793. One 
of his first visits was, of course, to present his 
letters to the President, who displayed lively 
interest in the free-thinking Englishman.

The Thomas Laws speedily became popu- 
lar in Washington society of that early day. 
He had considerable gift in versifying, and 
Mrs. Samuel Harrison Smith speaks in her 
delightful “First Forty Years of Washington 
Society’’ of Thomas Law sending a parcel to 
them at the breakfast table. The roll was un- 
tied and it proved to be Mr. Law’s poem, 
“Agitation,’’ which all present declared a 
masterpiece. The same writer says: “Of Mr. 
Law, I say nothing, it is impossible to de- 
scribe this man; he is one of the strangest I 
ever. met with; with all good nature and 
benevolence, his ruling passion is to serve 
every one, which keeps him perpetually busy 
about others. Scarcely a day passes without 
his calling, and at all hours; the other morn- 
ing he was almost in the room before we were 
up.”’ 

Home Wrecked By “Incompatibility.” 


When the United States theater, the first 
regular theater, was opened on August 22, 
1800, a prologue written by Thomas Law was 
recited by Mr. Wignell, one of the managers 
of the new enterprise. 

The Law household was a gay one, and in 
it the social lions of the moment were enter- 
tained. Often Thomas Law drove his wife in 
a coach and four to Baltimore and Philadel- 
phia for other parties. His mind was busy 
with plans for a national currency, which he 
constantly argued as best for the infant re- 
public. 

In 1802 it became evident that all was not 
going as well as it might in the Law house- 
hold. Incompatibility, the bugaboo of matri- 
mony, had joined the family circle. Just 
what was the immediate cause is lost now in 
the mist of years. Years after Thomas Law 
wrote the following verses, which may con- 
tain some hint of the trouble. They began: 


“Seek not in public places for a wife! 
Be not deluded by the charms of sight! 
Retirement only gives the friend for life 
Who shares your grief and doubles your 
delight.” 


Friends tried to reconcile them, but it was 
plain the old romance was dead. 

In Mr. Jefferson’s Presidency they sepa- 

rated in 1804. Perhaps if Washington had 
been alive, he might have been more success- 
fu] as a mediator. Mrs. Washington, too. 
The domestic tragedy could not be averted. 
For years they lived in the same city, Wash- 
ington, never seeing each other. She died 
first and was buried at Mount Vernon, ac- 
cording to the best of traditions. His grave 
is' where the Litle Sisters of the Poor now 
maintain a merciful hostel for the aged. 
_ Mr. Law, in refutation- of a libel circula- 
ted about their separation, said: ‘‘Although 
a separation did unhappily ensue, originating 
in a disagreement is disposition, yet I have 
always paid the tribute correctly due to Mrs. 
Law’s purity of conduct, which I never did 
impeach.” 

Fortune began to desert him when his 
wife left him. His investments failed, and 
the huge fortune he brought with him from 
India, disappeared, pound by pound. After 
a time he bought a farm, “‘The Retreat,’’ in 
Prince Georges county. There he. enter- 
tained bachelor fashion the notables of near- 
by Washington, Attorney General William 
Wirt, President Monroe, Henry Clay, John C. 
Calhoun, reading to them his latest poem, 
discussing the politics of the moment. 

When he heard of his wife’s death, tears 
swelled in his eyes, and then he wrote the 
following tribute:
